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EDITOR'S NOTE 


The “Emergency International Conference on Ko- 
rea’ met in Tokyo between August 12 and 14, 1976. 

It was attended by prominent figures from all con- 
tinents—Asia, Africa, Latin America, Europe, Oceania 
and North America—, who are active for peace and 
democracy, progress and justice. 

They exposed and condemned the plot for “two 
Koreas", the brutal fascist suppression by the Pak 
Jung Hi puppet clique and their frenzied ‘'anti-com- 
munist’ racket, sent support and encouragement to 
the struggle of the democratic personages and 
patriotic people of south Korea, and denounced the 
machinations of the US imperialists and Japanese 
reactionaries who are bolstering the Pak Jung Hi 
puppet hordes. 

The conference expressed grave concern over the 
fact that the north-south dialogue occasioned by the 
July 4 Joint Statement came virtually fo a breakup 
due to the treachery of the Pak Jung Hi puppet 
clique and the danger of a new war was brewing in 
Korea. If called for a vigorous international move- 
ment for supporting the independent, peaceful reun- 
ification of Korea.

OPENING ADDRESS 


BY AOCHI SHIN 


CHAIRMAN OF THE “EICK” EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


As one of its sponsors, let me extend my hearty 
welcome to all the people gathered at this 'Emer- 
gency International Conference on Korea” from 
various parts of Japan and from abroad. 

Present here are Americans, Europeans, Third 
World men and naturally south Koreans. 1 should 
explain the reasons why we have organized an 
emergency international conference. It is my job to 
do so on behalf of the sponsors. 

The first one is in the’ infringement of human 
richts in south Korea. As a matter of common 
knowledge, in August 1973, three years ago, Kim 
Dae Jung, a preeminent statesman of south Korea, 
was kidnapped from Tekyo in a broad daylight to 
his country. The incident shocked the world. 

Who were responsible for that grisly crime is 
quite clear. However, the case was hushed up with- 
out any culprit being punished. Nobody was 
indicted; no fact about it was brought to light. The 
Japanese government positively collaborated with 
the south Korean government, and went the length 
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of stating that the KCIA, a south Korean state mache 
ine, had nothing to do with the kidnap case and that 
Japan's sovereignty had not been encroached on at 
all. This statement evoked an angry reaction from the 
Japanese and south Korean public. The world scoffed 
at if. 

Many Japanese and south Koreans view such 
government statement as a proof of a dubious 
relationship between the ruling quarters of the two 
countries. A thorough probe of the Lockheed scandal 
currently rocking Japan, they are sure, would willy- 
nilly uncover the secret-room politics of men of 
power in their countries. The bilateral governmental 
association was such that the Kim Dae Jung kidnap 
incident was hushed up. 

A terrible thing is that Kim Dae Jung, the victim, 
was taken info custody as a criminal and that a ten- 
year imprisonment has been proposed for him. This 
is an unheard-of irrational and unjust case. We 
believe that it is our due task as human beings fo 
expose and denounce this injustice and crime. 

Human rights are a universal concern of the human 
society across national borders, needless to mention 
the Universal Declaration of Human Rights. 

The kidnapping of Kim Dae Jung and the infringe- 
ment on his human rights are per se an encroach- 
ment on the sovereignty of Japan by a government 
agency of south Korea. As a man, as a Japanese, we 
can never leave this problem fo fall into oblivion. 

However, our concern is not confined to Kim Dae 
Jung. A poet called Kim Ji Ha meditated on the 
liberty and emancipation ef mankind as a whole and 
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criticized the south Korean regime. He was once 
sentenced to a death penalty for his ideology and 
later released. But he immediately was rearrested and 
his life is now in danger. Arrests are continuing of 
those south Korean patriots valiantly committed to 
liberty and democracy. The crackdown launched by 
the south Korean government deserves denunciation 
in the name of mankind. We cannot tolerate such 
disregard for human rights under any circumstances, 

The repression of human rights in south Korea 
can be described as a grave challenge to man’s 
liberty and justice. This understanding is the _ first 
factor that led us to hold this international conference. 

The second reason is in the role of the Japanese 
government as an accomplice in the criminal oppres- 
sion of the south Korean people. 

In the last century Japan was the first country in 
Asia to absorb technology from advanced European 
countries and used it in ruthless inroads into other 
Asian countries. The 36 years of colonial rule over 
Korea was characterized as intolerable exploitation 
of, and contempt for, its people. This caused a shame- 
ful moral degeneration within fhe Japanese society. 

The colonial rule of Korea by Japan ended with 
her unconditional surrender in 1945. The Korean peo- 
ple were liberated. The first thing required of the 
Japanese was to apologize from their bottom of 
hearts for countless brutalities including massacres 
committed by Japan during the 36 years of her rule 
over Korea as colonialism. The second thing was to 
make up for the history of tyranny and oppression 
and establish a new relationship with the people of 
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Korea, the relations of neighborly friendship based 
on equality, goodwill and respect. 

Nevertheless, Japan's postwar history has nol 
moved in that direction. Thirty years have passed 
since August, 1945. Japan today is governed by La 
like Shiina, vice-President of the Liberal Democratic 
Party who has the cheek to say, "The imperialism of 
Japan which once annexed Korea was a glorious 
imperialism.” 

Kim Dae Jung said in the March 14 "Declaration 
for Democracy and National Salvation,” “All the '™ 
dustries and labor force of south Korea have bee" 
sacrificed for the profits of Japanese capital.” Japa’ 
ese imperialism has risen from its grave and reinvé ; 
ed Korea as she was historically Japan's beachheé 
for overseas aggression. 

Japan can get what she wants by wirepulling i 
Pak regime. There IS nO need to send an Emperor 
appointed governor-general to Seoul as before. |! | 
extremely natural that the Korean masses should oF” 
Pose the traitorous government and be furious Ww! 
Japan's aggressive policy. 

But as it is, the Japanese government vigorous! 
defends the dictatorial regime the south Korean pe” 
ple are desperately trying 10 remove. This policy of 
the Japanese government cannot be morally pardon 
ed. Rather it is a major danger to the preservation 
of peace in Asia. Noteworthy is that this policy © 
closely linked to the revival of militarism. 

We are doing what we can in order to pressure 
the Japanese government into drastically changing 
the pclicy. The reason for our Japanese participation 
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in this international conference on Korea is obvious. 

We have struggled for a fundamental change in 
the erroneous policy of the Japanese government. 
Our hope is that the current conference will provide 
a necessary momentum for the further advance of our 
siruggle. 

The third reason lies in the fact that the military 
power of the US is the basis of the Japanese-south 
Korean relations of the ruler io the ruled. 

A south Korean friend of mine compared the 
Present US-Japan-soulh Korea relations to a totem 
Pole. In olher words, the top totem is the US, the 
cenfre piece Japan and the bottom south Korea. 

A closer look at the traditional Far Eastern policy 
Of the US reveals iwo things. One is the historical 
fact that the US hired the Japanese as watchdog to 
Guard its national interests in the Pacific region. The 
other is that Japan was allowed fo control the penin- 
sula as the reward for her role as the watchdog. The 
Present American policy seems to remain essentially 
the same as seen above. 

Neither the US nor Japan has the right to dictate 
the course of action fo south Korea in defiance of the 
Principle of national self-determination. Only the 
south Korean people reserve ihe right to decide 
what is the appropriate idea or system for themselves. 
Never the US and Japan. This is an internationally- 
accepted common sense. 

It is an irony in history that the US has acted in 
such a way as to perpetuate the split of the Korean 
nation and to help the dictatorial Pak regime. The 
plausible bid for separate UN membership for north

and south Korea is intended for the perpetuation of 
the division. We must keep a sharp watch for it. 

The fourth reason is in our realization that the 
struggle for democracy in south Korea is far from a 
local affair but has an important bearing on world 
history. 

Korea is militarily controlled by the US belonging 
to the First World and is economically subjugated by 
Japan belonging to the Second World. We firmly 
believe that total independence of south Korea from 
the two worlds will bring a great message for the 
future of an overwhelming majority of the Third 
World peoples. 

The reunion of the Korean nation § is not a mere 
restoration of the original state. It is rather a new 
departure, a leap forward. It is entirely up to the 
south Korean people to carry to success the struggle 
for democracy and the parallel movement for reuni- 
fication. 

This conference will discuss the Korean issue and 
Third World problems. This meeting is never for de- 
bate for the Koreans’ sake. This is a forum to discuss 
the future of mankind, Americans, Japanese and Third 
World people. | sincerely wish that this spirit will 
lead the conference to success.

KEYNOTE REPORT

SECRETARY GENERAL, “EICK” EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


| would like to start my keynote speech by talking 
about the Lockheed Bribery Scandal. That is now 
shaking the whole of Japanese society. 

The process of the Bribery Scandal can be divided 
into roughly three phases. The first phase is rather a 
small phase when compared with the following two 
phases. In my own terminology | would like to call 
it phase of corporate scandal. The second stage of 
this bribery process can be called the phase of struc- 
tural scandal. Of course the end of the second phase 
was the prosecution of the former Prime Minister of 
Japan, Tanaka Kakuei. 

However, the real essence of the problem is much 
more deep-rooted and | think it has great impact not 
only on the whole of Japan, but on Asia too. That is 
what the Lockheed Bribery Scandal means in my 
terminology. | think ihat it is a scandal that has direct 
and indirect connections with American strategy in 
Asia. To call it structural bribery scandal is not 
enough. | think we have to look at it from much 
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broader angle. That is why I call it a stralegy scandal. 
That is to say, this problem is connected with United 
States strategy in Asia and in the world. That is the 
very basis of the Lockheed Scandal. | think that it 
would be almost impossible for ihe Japanese Prose- 
cutions Office to look at the problem from that angle. 

If the prosecutors office has to examine this pro- 
blem fully, they have to question the whole postwar 
history of Japan since the end of World War Il, eco- 
nomically and politically, as well as the earlier past, 
even the prewar period. 

In essence the thirty-year history of postwar Ja- 
pan has been a history that has been possible within 
the framework of the American postwar strategy. That 
is why Japan has been able to enjoy prosperity only 
under the umbrella of the American strategy in Asia. 
It has prospered by exploiting other countries. 

If we come thus far, the question of the Lockheed 
Scandal in its essence is not a question merely of All- 
Japan Air Ways or Marubeni lida or Tanaka Kakuei as 
an individual. It is a question that is deeply rooted 
in the basis of the authentic Japanese establishment, 
that is, the big corporations such as Mitsui, Mitsubishi. 
In other words it is a question of the total thirty-year 
history of postwar Japan. It is not the just problem of 
Kodama or Osano or Sato, or Kishi. It is the political 
and economical climate. That has prevailed in the 
thirty-year postwar history of Japan. 

The division of Korea and the political, economical 
and military situation there in the postwar period 
have to be looked at with reference to, above all, 
United States strategy in Asia. Japan was able fo 
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survive and fo enjoy prosperity within the framework 
of the American strategy in Asia. On the contrary 
what it meant for Korea was that Korea had to be 
the victim in the same history. By living along with 
the American postwar strategy in Asia, Japan was 
able to take advantage of such a relationship. First 
of all, it is crystal-clear that the Korean war was a 
Great chance for the Japanese economy to start tts 
reconstruetion. 

Though in the same history based on the same 
Strategy as schemed by the United States, Japan be- 
Nefited and Korea suffered. But fo change this sfra- 
tegy Korea could not have taken another way. 

Those leaders both in Japan and in south Korea 
who allow to be incorporated into ihe pattern in 
Which the United States has a leading role by con- 
Solidating ihe division in Korea, and who also sup- 
Press and oppress those south Koreans who oppose 
such a policy have brought about the present politi- 
cal, economic, and military situation in south Korea. 

And in this process we see that an enormous 
amount of bribery between US, Japan and south 
Korea occurred and, if | use my own terminology 
again, this is a case of ihe bribery that is a strategic 
scandal. One member of LDP recently made it clear 
that the key to one Lockheed Bribery Scandal is to 
expose the corrupt relations between Japan and 
south Korea. He wrote an article to say this in the 
leading magazine in Japan called Sekai. If the south 
is to be totally revealed it will not only endanger the 
destiny of the LDP but will be an opportunity for 
the Japanese to reflect upon the whole of their post- 
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war history, and this earlier history including Japan's 
colonization of Korea. 

The struggle for the restoration of democracy in 
south Korea is a struggle fo criticize and oppose the 
present dictatorial Pak regime. In order to accumulate 
their own interests, the rulers are consolidating the 
division and consolidating their corrupt relations with 
Japan and oppressing their own people by force. And 
by doing so they are negating the human rights or 
everybody in south Korea, robbing ihem of their 
right to democracy. 

In this sense this struggle against the dictatorial 
regime is the struggle for human rights. It is a strug- 
gle for restoration of democracy, freedom and equal- 
ity. When looked at it from much broader scope it is 
a struggle to free south Korea from the yoke of the 
Asian strategy schemed up by the US, to realize in- 
dependent and peaceful reunification of Korea to 
gain their future in their own hands. 

Many of the struggles for the third world have 
undergone the similar process. These two forces ouf- 
side or inside are usually prevailed in one unity and 
people struggling in the third world against such 
forces taught how to struggle against their own rulers 
and outside forces. Because the rule was torture, their 
struggle was also torture and their torture struggle 
looked at individual level was a struggle to gain or 
restore human rights and in a political sense it was a 
struggle for democracy and economically speaking 
it was a struggle to free a country from economic 
control by outside forces. The resistance movement in 
south Korea is making itself to take or become a part 
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of the whole third world struggle for liberation. 

In order to unify ourselves with this resistance 
movement in south Korea we have to make a fotaliz- 
ed movement with Japan under the influence of US 
strategy in Asia these thirty years. In this sense | 
don't think that our movement will be a support or 
it will not be a merely support. Our movement will 
be like the resistance in south Korea confronting with 
Our government. 

| think that the true way to fulfil our own respon- 
sibility is to pose a goal in the future and to do our 
best in order to approach the goal. | hope that this 
international conference will be one step in the pro- 
cess, 

And | don't think that the significance of this 
Emergency International Conference lies just between 
Japan and south Korea. The significance of this con- 
ference lies in the relation between the movement in 
south Korea and in the United States or even be- 
tween the struggles in the third world and in the so- 
called advanced countries. 

In this sense this is a guide to a unique conference 
or a very historic conference, because it is the con- 
ference where people from the third world and from 
the so-called advanced nations get together to dis- 
cuss a common problem which is the problem of 
Korea. 

Of course each side has different concrete objec- 
tives. However, if one wishes independence, equality 
and freedom for oneself that will naturally lead to the 
sharing of the same goal with other peoples. But this 
conference is not the conference of the heads of the 
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states. Whether we are famous or not, everybody 
has got together because of our own will, our per- 
sonal will. | think this kind of conference is very 
significant in that sense. We have to remember that 
there are many people in south Korea that are now 
being in prison including Kim Ji Ha and Kim Dae 
Jung. We can’t discuss in abstract terms here. 

One of the objectives for the future is the unifi- 
cation of south and north Korea. Several important 
points have to be clarified in this connection. 

First of all it is the unique importance of reunily- 
ing a nation which has been divided. And political 
importance of realization through independent and 
peaceful measures. And the importance of this peace- 
ful strategy through which to bring about peace in 
the whole of Asia and in the world. 

And of course the principle that underlines them 
is independence. So as to achieve this goal, it is 
indispensable that the evacuation of the American 
military and south Korea's freedom from the yoke of 
the Japanese and American aggression, all of which 
should be realized. Now I'd like to go back to the 
problem of ourselves, that is, the Japanese and the 
Americans. | would like to discuss the problem of 
independent peaceful reunification of Korea as our 
own problem, and of course it is the problem for the 
people of the Third World and of all the other world. 

However, people exist here, in this conference 
hall. These people are those who are trying to exist 
in freedom, equality and independence by retarding 
and by fighting against money, power politics. We 
would like to send the positive result of this present 
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conference to the conference of non-aligned nations 
that are simultaneously going on in Colombo. And 
based on the same spirit we would like to send a 
message and resolution to the United Nations. 

This is not just for a direct political result or effec- 
tivity. This is because we share the same_ spirit with 
the non-aligned nations conference. If you let us 
make a joke the conference going on in Colombo is 
a conference of non-aligned nations, then we might 
call this conference of our own the conference of 
non-aligned persons. We identify with the conference 
of the non-aligned nations as well as identifying with 
this conference presently going on and based on the 
Same spirit. We would like to discuss this issue of 
reunification of south and north Korea. 

In two days we will again have the August 15th. 
On August 15th we are going to have a mass rally 
and demonstration. That is the day when more than 
30 years ago Japan was defeated in the World War 
Il. However it was the day for liberation for the 
people of many countries in Asia including Korea. By 
demonstration on ihat day | believe it's necessary for 
Japan, for Asia, for the world, and most important for 
myself. For that purpose I'd like to pledge that | will 
continue my own struggle. 

| would like to invite all the participants of this 
conference to engage in the discussions actively.

Distinguished chairpersons, friends from all over 
the world, friends in Japan, and fellow Koreans: 

In the name of democratic Koreans living in Japan, 
| hereby would like to extend our sincerest gratitude 
to the distinguished organizers of this successful 
"Emergency International Conference on Korea," and 
welcome from the bottom of my heart the distinguish- 
ed delegates who have assembled from all over the 
world to participate in this conference. 

The Korean Peninsula today is seriously end- 
angered. 

The dialogue between north and south Korea 
intended for the realization of the Koreans’ most 
urgent nafional aspiration, the peaceful reunification

of the nation, has stagnated, and the relationship be- 
tween the north and south is deteriorating while the 
potential danger remains unchanged. The rightful so- 
lution to the Korean question is now before us as a 
very urgent and grave question. 

Under such critical circumstances, it is more than 
appropriate that this “Emergency International Con- 
ference on Korea” is being held at this time. 


1. The Stagnation of the North-South 
Dialogue for the Peaceful Reunification 
of Korea 


—BEIGINNING OF THE NORTH-SOUTIT DIALOGUE 
AND EXPECTATIONS INSIDE AND OUTSIDE KOREA 


Needless to say, Korea was divided info north 
and south by outside forces, and not of our own 
will, when World War Il ended in 1945. Since then 
the Korean nation has been suffering for over 30 
years from the tragedy of a divided nation. 

To unify Korea is to put an end to the tragic 
division which was imposed upon us by _ outside 
forces. It is also a question of reunifying the essential- 
ly indivisible ‘one’ nation and land which are cur- 
rently divided. 

The question of reunification is the concern of nof 
just particular individuals, political factions, or strata, 
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based on their specific interests, but of the Koreans 
as a whole: if is a question that concerns our national 
destiny, and, therefore, it is literally the top-priority 
task for the entire Korean nation. The Korean question 
is directly related to peace in Asia and in the world. 
That is why it has come to arouse such international 
concern. 

Our nation has been making every possible effort 
for the purpose of reunifying the homeland since the 
early days of division, amidst goodwilled sympathy 
and support from all over the world. We have made 
incessant efforts for reunification not only in north 
and south Korea, but also outside of Korea— 
wherever Koreans live. To our regret, however, we 
have not been able to achieve any significantly 
tangible results. 

lt was in the 27th year since national division that 
the frozen situation between north and south came 
fo an end and a road was paved for a dialogue. The 
north-south dialogue which was initially merely a con- 
tact between the Red Cross Organizations of both 
sides evolved into high-level political talks; finally, on 
July 4, 1972, the North-South Joint Statement was an- 
nounced. 

With the announcement of the North-South Joint 
Statement the whole Korean nation, both north and 
south, regained a positive hope for unification, and 
the entire land was filled with this positive mood. 

The three principles for national unification—inde- 
pendence, peaceful reunification, and grand national 
unity—were unanimously supported by the entire na- 
tion. They were also passionately supported and ap- 
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proved by people of common scnse and goodwill all 
over the world. 

Since the North-South Joint Statement was an- 
nounced, the delegations of north and south Korea 
held talks, overcoming the high wall of division and 
traveling between Seoul and Pyongyang. They organ- 
ized the North and South Coordinating Commission, 
improving north-south relations in accordance with 
the three principles for reunification. Thus talks were 
repeated for the purpose of achieving peaceful re- 
unification. 


—STAGNATION OF THE NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE 


The north-south dialogue, which proceeded amidst 
the great expectations of Koreans and attention of 
various peoples of the world, failed to solve even a 
single problem related to the reunification of Korea. 

It has become crystal-clear to everybody by now 
that the north-south dialogue is stagnating. Although 
the Pak Jung Hi regime sporadically talks about the 
“unconditional reopening of the dialogue,” there. is 
currently almost no hope for the success of ihe north- 
south dialogue. 

In the process of the dialogue it became clear that 
the Pak Jung Hi regime had neither the power nor 
the will fo bring about reunification, in contrast with 
the pressing attitude toward reunification shown by 
north Korea. 

The vague attitude of the Pak Jung Hi dictatorial 
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regime toward north-south dialogue was apparent 
from the time the July 4th Statement was announced. 

Immediately after announcing the North-South 
Joint Statement based on the three principles (inde- 
pendence, peaceful reunification, and grand national 
unity) the Pak regime openly released statements 
ranging from “The US troops are not an outside force 
fcr they represent the UN troops," ‘From now’ on 
north-south relations will shift from confrontation with- 
out dialogue to confrontation with dialogue," to "The 
July 4th Statement has no validity as a treaty,” and 
‘We cannot place our destiny on such a_ piece of 
paper.” In addition, Pak Jung Hi himself ordered that 
Koreans ‘should not be excessively optimistic about 
the July 4th Statement, and should reinforce anti-com- 
munist education." 

Frankly speaking, faced with such words which 
made us suspicious of the realization of the ideals 
advocated in the Joint Statement, we were puzzled 
on one hand, and gravely worried about the future of 
the north-south dialogue on the other. To our regret, 
our apprehensicns eventually became valid and the 
situation turned for the worse. 

It is a fact that the Pak regime did not participate 
in the north-south dialogue with utmost sincerity. 
“President” Pak himself resorted to the tactic to delay 
the dialogue by saying “If took Silla 120 years to 
achieve unification.” 

To our knowledge, north and south Korea agreed 
in November of 1972 that the two sides would realize 
multi-dimensional cooperation and exchange in politi- 
cal, military, diplomatic, economic, cultural and other 
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fields, But the south Korean side was reluctant to set 
forth a concrete policy fo realize it, saying “it is too 
early,” and it stubbornly insisted upon “partial,” not 
total," cooperation and exchange in the socio-econo- 
mic, cultural, and other fields. 

In essence, the position of the Pak regime on the 
north-south dialogue is to withhold any agreement, 
even when it is to discuss various concrete proposals. 
And in cases where it cannot avoid an agreement, it 
merely agrees in words and does not execute the 
agreement. As our patriotic poet Kim Ji Ha says, the 
north-south dialogue is nothing but an ultimate means 
for the Pak regime to oppress the south Korean peo- 
ple and to maintain the dictatorship. 

While prolonging the dialogue as a tactical mea- 
sure, the Pak regime proceeded to commit outright 
national treachery. 

The north-south dialogue started on August 20, 
1971 with the meeting of representatives of the north 
and south Korean Red Cross organizalions at Panmun- 
jom. As though this were the “go” signal, an unprece- 
dented movement against dictatorship and for demo- 
cratization grew rapidly in south Korea since around 
that time. 

Students stood up against KCIA investigation on 
campuses and military training, technicians and work- 
ers who had been dispatched to Vietnam and their 
families started a powerful struggle and Catholics and 
other religious people began to participate in anti- 
government struggles for the first time in south Korea; 
the struggles against the Pak regime demanding dem- 
ocracy as well as basic human rights such as the 
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judicatory offensive and the resignation offensive of 
medical interns were consolidated day after day to 
shake the dictatorial regime from its very roots. 

The Pak regime responded to these just demands 
of the people with bloody repression. They framed 
up “the threat of north Korean aggression into the 
south” as their rationale for repression of the people. 
On December 6, three months after the first north- 
south dialogue, the Pak regime announced the ‘'Na- 
tional Emergency Decree”, and reorganized the whole 
internal establishment into a wartime posture. Further, 
on December 27 the “National Defence Law” pres- 
cribing the super-constitutional power of Pak Jung Hi 
to control the emergency was enacted in the middle 
of the night by the ruling party members and two 
non-affiliated members of the parliament. The session 
took place secretly, not even in the parliament hall, 
but in its annex, and the bill was passed in just three 
minutes. 

Needless to say, there was in the meantime no in- 
cident that could have been called “a threat of ag- 
gression from the north." The rebellion of the Air 
Task Force on August 23, which was first announced 
as a case of ‘aggression by communist elements” and 
negated later, the forcible entry into and violent re- 
pression at the Koryo University campus by the troops 
of the Capital Defence Headquarters on October 5, 
the Garrison Law declared and applied to the area in 
and around Seoul on October 15 and the stationing of 
military troops on ten university campuses in Seoul, 
and the grand joint training of the south Korean mili- 
tary near the military border with the north of a scale 
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said to be the largest in the history of south Korea, 
were the only cases that could be associated with 
such terms as “military’’ or "“agaression.'' Despite this 
fact, the Pak regime, under the excuse of preventing 
“aggression from the north,"" declared the National 
Emergency Decree and desperately suppressed the 
very righteous sfruggle of the people to demand 
democracy, civil rights and welfare. 

The situation did not change even after the his- 
torical North-South Joint Statement was announced on 
July 4, 1972. The voice of the people demanding re- 
unification of the homeland grew louder with increas- 
ing rapidity, and on July 29 of the same year the 
opposition New Democratic Party submitted a “resolu- 
tion bill fo demand withdrawal of the National Emer- 
gency Decree” and a "bill to abolish the National 
Defence Law". On September 4, the Democratic Re- 
publican Party and the New Democratic Party wished 
to announce a congratulatory message at the second 
main talk between north and south Korean Red Cross 
organizations. But these sincere efforts on the part of 
the opposition parties were denied by the Pak regime 
and the ruling party. 

In Japan, too, there was a strong voice among the 
Korean residents calling for a rally to support and 
welcome the July 4th Joint Statement under the co- 
sponsorship of the South Korean Residents Union 
(Min-dan) and the General Association of Korean 
Residents in Japan (Chongryon), but its realization 
was suppressed by the south Korean embassy in Japan. 

While rejecting and suppressing people's righte- 
ous demands, the Pak regime declared the ‘Special 
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Presidential Order'’ and executed ‘Martial Law" to 
prohibit any political activities including the parlia- 
mentary function. This took place on October 17, 1972, 
when a substantial improvement in north-south rela- 
tions was about to begin. Through these measures 
came forth the so-called New Establishment (Yushin 
Establishment) whereby the dictatorship of Pak Jung 
Hi was legalized. The sole justification for this measure 
was again “the threat of aggression from the north." 

There are totally different political systems in the 
northern and southern parts of the Korean Peninsula, 
the north clearly advocating politics based upon the 
idea of communism. 

It is the basic spirit of the July 4th Joint Statement 
to accept this fact and to realize grand national unity, 
transcending the differences in ideas and concepts. 
Whether we like it or not, the reunification of the 
homeland will never be realized unless we have a 
dialogue and cooperate with the Communists. This is 
why we regard the question of reunification as ‘great 
national enterprise,” and we are fully determined to 
overcome any and all difficulties in order to realize 
this goal. 

Our nation has lived as one nation throughout our 
history, sharing the same ferrifory, language, customs, 
culture, and economic sphere. It is impossible that 
such a nation should be divided into two due to the 
differences in ideas and concepts in the course of 
historical development and change. For this reason we 
advocate reunification of the homeland as a desperate 
hope of 50 million Koreans. 

If the existence of communism in the north itself 
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were a "threat of aggression from the north,” the July 
4th Joint Statement would never have been realized 
and peaceful reunification would be reduced to a 
mere illusion. On the contrary, peaceful reunification 
is the unanimous hope of 50 million Koreans, and it 
was on the basis of this hope that the July 4th Joint 
Statement was written, articulating the need for re- 
unification through peaceful measures. 

To put it bluntly, it is now an obsolete way of 
thinking to show an allergic reaction to and criminalize 
communism, rather than to question the validity of 
various policies based on communism. 

Dialogue with the north is a dialogue with Com- 
munists. Unless you accept the existence of commun- 
ism, the north-south dialogue could not even have 
been initiated, nor would the Joint Statement advocat- 
ing reunification through dialogue have been an- 
nounced. 

The question of peaceful reunification cannot be 
solved by inciting confrontation through “prevail-over- 
communist" and "“fight-communist’’ campaigns. Nor is 
it a question of competition between the north and 
south, and its solution will never be brought about 
through the annexation of one by the other or im- 
position of the ideas and system of one to the other. 

Nevertheless, immediately after the announcement 
of the July 4th Joint Statement, Prime Minister Kim 
Jong Pil voiced opposition to reunification through the 
establishment of a federal system or through neutrali- 
zation, and insisted that the conventional method for 
reunification, that is, “reunification under UN supervi- 
sion”, was preferable. The reasoning behind it was 
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that the UN is nof an outside force. It was clearly a 
violation of the July 4th Statement, and an attempt to 
forcibly impose the ideas and system of the south 
upon the north. This concept was quite remote from 
the idea of reunification through north-south dialogue. 

By executing the “October New Establishment" to 
forbid the people to act, see, hear or speak, the Pak 
regime issued the “special presidential announcement 
of its foreign policy for peaceful reunification” on 
June 23, 1973, and publicly declared the “policy to 
create two Koreas." In August, they kidnapped Mr. 
Kim Dae Jung from Tokyo by mobilizing the KCIA. 
Mr. Kim Dae Jung was in lawful asylum and was en- 
gaged in his own activities traveling between the US 
and Japan. Mr. Kim was the very first person in south 
Korea who publicly advocated the peaceful reunifica- 
tion of the homeland. He was then working for the 
realization of reunification under the severe and highly 
limited circumstances of refugee life. He was kidnap- 
ped and almost killed only because he had advocated 
reunification and opposed dictatorship. 

The north-south dialogue stagnated as a result of 
such absurd events. 


—THE ESSENCE OF THE “JUNE 23RD ANNOUNCE- 
MENT” AND TIIE SUBSEQUENT SITUATION 


As you know, the essence of the “June 23rd An- 
nouncement” is ‘‘maintenance of the status quo” of the 
Korean Peninsula and “simultaneous entry of both 
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north and south Korea into the UN.'"’ What 'mainten- 
ance of the status quo’’ means in Korea, which is 
under a temporary ceasefire, is to prolong for an un- 
limited length of time the tense situation stemming 
from north-south armed confrontation. Similarly, ‘“'si- 
multaneous entry of north and south into the UN" 
means “one nation, two states” and it is obviously an 
idea to have the world approve north and south Ko- 
rea as two separate states, and to maintain the divi- 
sion as a fait accompli. 

Korea is one nation consisting of the entire north- 
ern and southern lands and of 50 million people; no 
matter what means one may resort to the nation 
should never be divided into two. 

Recently Pak Jung Hi is saying publicly that ‘The 
tragedy of reunification would be more serious than 
that of division,” and “Our concern is for the stabiliza- 
tion of peace rather than for reunification.” This is al- 
most identical to stating that he has no intention to 
work for reunification. 

In conclusion, the north-south dialogue intended 
fer the reunification of the homeland became devoid 
of its effectiveness as a result of the “June 23rd An- 
nouncement,” and the north is also making it clear 
that there is no need for a dialogue if it were to lead 
to the consolidation of division. 

The north-south dialogue is only nominally main- 
tained now, and a real dialogue effective for the reali- 
zation of national reunification has failed de facto. 

Now, what is going to happen next? Affer the 
"June 23rd Announcement", north-south relations 
abruptly became colder, and the tension in the Korean 
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Peninsula has become, in a sense, more clangerous 
than before the dialogue started. 

Overlooking such grave circumstances, the Pak re- 
gime is stirring up, in the most extreme manner, con- 
flict and confrontation between the north and south. 
Under the excuse of fighting a “threat from the north,” 
the Pak regime is planting fear among the people, and 
turning the whole of south Korea into a_ tyranny- 
almighty lawless zone: the country is heading toward 
confrontation with the north under the slogans of "na- 
tional harmony,” “cultivation of national potential,” 


and “maintenance of security with general mobiliza- 
tion,” 


2. Bloody Tyranny and Serious Political 
Crisis in South Korea 


—UNPRECEDENTED ATROCIOUS DICTATORSHIP 


One of the vicious unpatriotic and anti-national 
acts the Pak regime engaged in while the north-south 
dialogue was proceeding was the establishment 
of the atrocious dictatorship to ensure their indefinite 
power. 

In 1961, after the April 19 Popular Uprising when 
the powerful development of democracy and a posi- 
tive climate for peaceful reunification existed in south 
Korea, Pak Jung Hi staged a military coup d'etat to 
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suppress the prevailing mood and seized power. Since 
then he has been fanatically conspiring to maintain his 
power resorting to shameless deceits, cruel oppression 
and vicious schemes that have never been witnessed 
in the world in past history. 

He eventually withdrew all his promises including 
the “restoration of military line’’ made at the time of 
the coup, and came to cling to perpetual power. The 
“Constitution” prohibiting the election of the same 
President for more than two terms was changed re- 
trogressively, despite the fact that Pak himself had 
made a public promise that he would not revise the 
“Constitution”. Several months after he revised the 
“Constitution” to legalize the election of the same 
President for three terms and made a speech that "it 
would be his last candidacy,’ Pak blatantly enforced 
the “New Establishment’’ which would in_ reality 
abolish any elections for good. These are not the 
only case of Pak announcing policies and subsequent- 
ly withholding their realization. 

The policy for reunification of the Pak regime 
underwent a total about-face by the July 4th Joint 
Statement, but Pak insisted that it was ‘not a reversal 
of policy.” Furthermore, although he announced in 
his speech at parliament immediately after the State- 
ment, that ‘We cannot sign a nonaggression treaty 
with north Korea," he now includes "signing of a non- 
aggression treaty” in his version of principles for re- 
unification. He made the same statement at the UN. 
On the occasion of the 28th UN General Assembly, 
when the problem of the withdrawal of US troops 
in south Korea was discussed, the south Korean dele- 
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gate immediately responded by saying that withdraw- 
al was not necessary because the US troops are sy- 
nonymous with UN troops, and, therefore, they are not 
an outside force. At the 30th General Assembly held 
two years later, the same delegate made a speech 
that the US troops are not UN troops, but that they 
are stationed in south Korea according to the “South 
Korea-US Mutual Defence Treaty.” Which indeed 
should we take to be the honest view of the Pak 
tegime? Pak is devoid of the sincerity that should 
serve as the root for any political activities. He has 
no loyalty, ideology, philosophy, nor policy. 

The “New Establishment” enforced by the Pak re- 
gime, when judged in light of its power structure, IS 
nothing but a system of permanent presidency. The 
“New Constitution” prescribes that he can have him- 
self elected President by the “Autonomous National 
Congress for Unification” in which the seats are held 
by Pak's appointees, and of which he is the Chairman. 

The President holds three-fold authorities: Head of 
Siate, Chief of Administration, and Chairman of the 
“Autonomous National Congress for Unification.” Pak 
reserves for himself the authority to appoint one-third 
of the members of parliament, fo appoint and approve 
the heads of the “Judicial Body”, and to appoint the 
members of the “Administration Body.” In addition, 
the scheme is such that only the President can use the 
“tight to propose revision of the Constitution” and the 
"right to propose discussion on the reunification is- 
sue,’ not to mention the supreme emergency power 
ranging from the “right to dissolve the parliament” to 
the “right to announce emergency measures.” 
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Such Generalissimo-like powers under the “New 
Establishment” are supported by the KCIA which holds 
a power superseding any other powers. The KCIA, 
with its 15,000 agents and over 400,000 task force per- 
sonnel, holds a grasp of the entire machinery of tyran- 
ny including the Prosecutor's Office, Police, Military 
Investigation Organ, etc., and specializes in the re- 
pression of the people. They are recklessly engaged 
in political terror and conspiracy by infiltrating the 
Legislative, Judicial, and Administrative Bodies as well 
as various organs, groups and corporations in the 
political, military, economic, cultural, religious, and all 
other fields. 

On March 17 of this year, at the ‘public hearing 
on the south Korean problem" of ihe US Congress 
Committee on Foreign Relations, Mr. Henderson, 
former official in charge of political affairs of the US 
embassy in south Korea, testified that ‘The KCIA can 
be said to be a ‘state organ’ within the state of south 
Korea,” and that "It is not an exaggeration to say that 
the actual organ controlling south Korea is KCIA." It 
was a very appropriate statement. 


—SUPPRESSION OF DEMOCRACY AND BLOODY 
REPRESSION 


Under the horrible dictatorial establishment, the 
Pak regime is executing an unprecedented bloody re- 
pression of the people, and forcing Koreans all over 
the country to make a choice between subordination 
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They not only revised the “Constitution” into a 
mere dictatorial program, but also enacted the worst 
laws in the world such as the “National Security Law," 
“Anti-Communist Law” and ‘Special Measure on Na- 
tional Defence.” Not satisfied with all these laws, they 
went even further to issue the "Social Security Law," 
which is worse than the “Public Security Maintenance 
Law" invented by the notorious Japanese imperialists 
in the pre-World War II days. This law has the nature 
of preventive custody and allows the authorities to 
restrain anybody. Besides all these laws, Pak issued 
“Emergency Presidential Decrees’ one after another 
to rob the people of their freedom to see, hear and 
speak, thus literally creating a dark society where the 
authorities have unlimited access to the right to arrest, 
imprison or execute anybody they feel is not appro- 
priate. 

Thus, in south Korea, there is not even a moment 
when the brutal repression of the democratic and 
political opposition forces is ceased. 

After kidnapping Mr. Kim Dae Jung from Japan in 
August of 1973 using the KCIA, the Pak regime ar- 
rested and tried him, sentencing him to one year in 
prison. Who in fact violated the ‘Election Law" on the 
occasion of the general election in 1971? Were not 
the reckless mobilization of money and power, and 
the organizing of over a million illegal votes a viola- 
tion of the Law? Pak was not tried for such acts. 
Instead, Mr. Kim Dae Jung is being tried for a suspec- 
ted violation of the “Election Law" today when the 
election itself has already been invalidated. This 
clearly testifies for ihe reality in south Korea where 
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nothing is governed under the law in the true sense 
of the word. Mr. Kim Dae Jung's election campaign 
was viciously attacked a number of times, his house 
was almost put on fire, and he was almost victimized 
in an attempted automobile accident. 

Kim Chol, advisor for the Unification Socialist Party, 
was sentenced to three years in prison only for alleg- 
edly distributing among the press copies of the unjust 
indictment of the members of his party. 

In April of 1974, the Pak regime framed up the 
case of the “Democratic Youth and Student League” 
and tried and sentenced to capital punishment in the 
military court over 40 patriotic students and people in 
various fields who were demanding the abolition of 
the "New Constitution” and restoration of democracy. 

Attorney Kang Shin Ok, defence lawyer for the 
trial, was deemed guilty for his defence appeal and 
sentenced to fen years in prison. Professor Choe Jong 
Gil of the Law School of Seoul University, who sup- 
ported the students’ struggle to restore democracy, 
was tortured to death in a basement room by the 
KCIA. Furthermore, they brought into light again the 
case of the ‘People's Revolutionary Party", which they 
themselves once found not criminal 10 years ago, and 
prosecuted the then defendants of the case for al- 
legedly having conspired behind the scenes for the 
cause of the “Democratic Youth and Student League.” 

The defendants were sentenced to death, without 
even their families being notified, and were executed 
in the early morning of the next day without being 
given a chance to appeal to a higher court. 

The patriotic poet Kim Ji Ha, who had been sen- 
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tenced fo lifetime imprisonment in connection with 
the case of the "Democratic Youth and Student Lea- 
gue,’ was once released but was rearrested in less 
than a month. Without even explaining the reason for 
his rearrest for six months, the Pak regime tried him 
for the death sentence for allegedly writing works 
with communist thoughts. Mr. Chang Jun Ha, a demo- 
cratic figure who carried out the Million Signature 
Campaign, was once given parole, buf was taken to 
the mountains and murdered. His death was made to 
look as if he had fallen down ithe mountain by ac- 
cident. 


In March of this year, over 18 democratic and 
patriotic Koreans were arrested in relation to the 
"Declaration of Demecracy and National Salvation”: 
ex-President Yun Bo Son, ex-Presidential candidate 
Kim Dae Jung, Rev. Ham Sok Hon, ex-Foreign Minister 
Chong II Hyong, former Professor of Koryo University 
Li Mun Yong, Rev. Ham Se Ung, Rev. Sin Hyon Bong, 
Rev, Mun Ik Hwan, etc. They were unjustly fried for 
allegedly “conspiring to topple the government” and 
the prosecution recently demanded ten-year imprison- 
ment for them. 


But these publicly-known cases are only a part of 
the iceberg, and there are actually countless cases in 
which people are persecuted in complete secrecy. 
Therefore, Koreans are constantly threatened with the 
fear of such persecution. 


In order to suppress the democratic forces and all 
opposing factions, the Pak regime ruthlessly resorts 
not only to outright bloody oppression, but also fo 
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covert terrorism, inhuman tortures, massacre and 
brutality. 

According to the report made by Mr. William 
Butler, an American missionary and _ International 
Amnesty representative, among KCIA’s tortures are 
the poisonous snake torture aimed at mentally der- 
anging its victims, the excruciating injection torture 
which brings about a seemingly nafural death, the 
Karate torture, the white lamp torture, the narcotics 
torture, the sexual torture, etc. Besides these, it is 
pointed out that there may be many other unknown 
methods of inhuman torture being used by the KCIA. 

All these speak for the fact that the Pak clique is 
a band of inhuman demons with human faces, and that 
today's south Korean society under their dictatorial 
control is nothing but a dark society—a hell on earth. 


—CONSTANT CRISIS OF THE PAK REGIME AND 
OUTSIDE ALLIED POWERS 


Although it has been planning to establish a per- 
manent regime by deceiving the Korean people with 
false fabrications and maneuvers, and by oppressing 
the people's initiative by means of blackmail, violent 
oppression and slaughter, the Pak regime has, on the 
contrary, merely increased social insecurity, confusion 
and the degree of crisis. 

Under the “‘New Establishment Dictatorial Order”, 
the grievances and dissatisfaction of the south Korean 
people are immeasurably deep and their resistance has 
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reached the extremé. 

Democratic patriotic forces in south Korea, in 
spite of the situation which threatens them with 
bloodshed and prevents them from developing, have 
been advancing while flying high the banner of 
democracy and civil rights. With a firm determination 
of ‘Freedom or Death," they do not fear “Emergency 
Measures,’ murder, prison, tortures, and even the 
scaffold. 

At present the resistance movements by the peo- 
ple suffering from the extremely violent oppression 
of the Pak regime might not seem to be so large, 
but those that are visible on the surface are only an 
extremely small part of the whole movement. Nobody 
knows when and where the free and forceful lava of 
democracy, which is constantly looking for a crater at 
the bottom of the society, will explode as from a vol- 
cano. 

The Pak regime, which has been deceiving the peo- 
ple and receiving the resentment and resistance of the 
people, always faces a serious crisis. It is the outside 
support on which the regime still thrives and manages 
to reign over the south Korean people despite this 
crisis. 

As Mr. Kim Dae Jung once said, it is true that the 
Pak regime is ‘supported by American arms and Japan- 
ese yen.” 

First, the American government plays a role as the 
main pillar supporting the shaky Pak regime. 

The present Ford administration made its strategic 
structure clear that since the United States is a nation 
in the Pacific area and has a life-and-death interest in 
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this area, south Korea is an American base in Northeast 
Asia and the second division of the American military 
in south Korea is a strong front line. It has been giving 
diversified aid such as in the political, economic and 
military fields in order to realize the above-mentioned 
strategy, by making the Pak regime its local agent. Af 
the same time the Japanese government has been play- 
ing the role of a side pillar to support the declining 
Pak regime. 

Recently, as the crisis of the Pak regime deepens, 
the burden borne by the Japanese government to sup- 
port it is also increasing. Thus, there is greater infiltra- 
tion and control by Japan. 

We cannot but have doubts about why the United 
States and Japan continue to give aid to the worst 
dropout group such as the Pak regime, which is com- 
pletely isolated from the people and is totally hopeless. 
Aid to this dictatorial regime means support to the 
violation of human rights and unrestricted oppression 
and results in implanting hostility among the south Ko- 
rean people. It is believed that this will harm both 
American and Japanese people and never provide any 
benefit. We insist that the American and Japanese 
policy towards Korea be radically reconsidered. 
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3. Danger of Recurrence of War in Korean 
Peninsula 


—DESPERATE PROLONGATION EFFORT OF THE 
PAK REGIME 


The Pak Jung Hi clique desperately tries to prolong 
the government and behaves without judgement. They 
would do anything to prolong the regime and continue 
fo prosper and are willing to sacrifice the survival of 
the People and the fate of the nation. 

The Pak regime has been trying fo prolong itself 
mainly by its dictatorial military policy and war policy, 
and has also been fabricating the “threat of infiltration 
fo the south” in order to rationalize its actions for the 
Past 15 years. 

According to material from the Institute of Strategic 
Studies of England, south Korea has a National Army 
Of 700 thousand, which is the world's fourth largest 
regular army, and a Local Reserve Army of over 3 
million, in addition to the American military of 40 
thousand equipped with nuclear arms. 

But the Pak regime are always crying “the threat of 
infiltration to the south” from the north. 

While the Pak regime insists on confrontation and 
competition in the dialogue between the north and the 
south, it has been eagerly “nurturing real strength” 
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based on the modernization of the National Arniy. 
Repeating slogans such as “spring infiltration to the 
south," "summer infiltration to the south,” ‘winter 
infiltration to the south,” “infiltration to the south from 
all directions," “guerrilla infiltration to the south’ and 
“infiltration from the mountains," the Pak regime has 
been implanting among the people fear of war and 
hostility towards the north, which is part of the same 
nation. It has been cursing the north as an irrecon- 
cilable enemy and agitating the south Korean people: 

Various “incidents” and “infiltration threats” which 
have been spread by the Pak regime are, indeed, 
merely political manoeuvres. While sharply criticizing the 
“New Establishment Order" in last October, represent 
ative Kim Ok Son of the New Democratic Party insiste 
that "various government-sponsored Security Conven- 
tions, formation of Militia Defense Groups, Organiza- 
tion of the Student National Defense Groups, spread of 
military songs, and threatening expressions such 45 
‘construct while fighting’ are all means of prolonga- 
tion.” She also posed a direct challenge by stating that 
“to judge that a war could be provoked is an obsolete 
dictatorial thought, and the dictator has veiled his own 
posture with the facade of an absolute proposition of 
national security and made the people into a private 
army.’ She also said that “behind the present wal 
crisis and tax increase, there must be extreme political 
intentions exceeding beyond the framework of ‘mea- 
sures to cope with infiltration.’ " 

The Ryan report on south Korea presented at the 
Committee on Foreign Relations of the United States 
House of Representatives in February, 1975 also criti- 
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cized the "serious violation of human rights," claimed 
that the “northern threat" is not for national defense 
but for maintenance of the power of Pak Jung Hi, and 
demanded that Congress take action to remedy the 
present situation. 

We feel it is unfortunate that the Pak regime's 
inconceivably reckless behavior is making the peaceful 
solution of the Korean issue more difficult. 


—ACCELERATION OF WAR PREPARATION AND 
MILITARY PROVOCATIVE MANEUVERS 


The forceful oppression by the Pak regime, like that 
of any other dictatorship in history, 1s directly con- 
nected with war. 

After executing the “October New Establishment,” 
Which is a monopolistic dictatorial system, the Pak 
regime started full-fledged preparation for war. Espe- 
Clally after the end of the Indochina war it has been 
intensifying its encouragement of enthusiasm and pre- 
Paration for war by agitation with slogans such as 
“Seoul after Saigon” or “Today the Korean Peninsula 
is in a war situation.” 

Last July, the government established a War-time 
General Mobilization Order by rapidly creating the 
so-called “Four War-time Laws," “Social Security Law," 
“Militia Defence Law," ‘Defence Tax Law," and "Stu- 
dent National Defence Group Law.” 

In south Korea today, besides the existence of the 
National Army and Local Reserve Army to which over 
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3.7 million people belong, ‘Militia Defence Groups” 
are organized with men between 17 and 50 who are 
obliged to join them and with women who join volun- 
tarily. All students and teachers above high school level 
are also organized in ‘Student National Defence 
Groups.” This situation is something more than the 
“General Conscription” system during the period of 
Japanese militarism, which Pak Jung Hi once pledged 
loyalty to as “a child of the Emperor.” Today the 
whole of Korea is almost an army in itself. 

Creating this kind of ‘'War-time General Mobiliza- 
tion Order," the Pak regime has been strengthening 
its military posture with its utmost efforts. 

The regime has been importing military weapons 
such as various missiles, super-sonic fighter-bombers, 
and warships extensively from the United States ac- 
cording to the ‘National Army Modernization Plan” 
and the “Local Reserve Army Activation Plan." The 
amount for the military weapons imported to south 
Korea reached 210.8 million dollars during the fiscal 
1975 alone. 

On the other hand, the American military in south 
Korea, increased to 42,000 soldiers, has brought in a 
large number of murderous armament such as nuclear 
warheads, etc. As you know, at present there are 
1,000 nuclear warheads and 54 nuclear bomb carriers 
in south Korea. According to the Japanese news- 
papers, the amount of the ammunition taken out 
from the American magazine in Kanagawa Prefecture 
and sent to south Korea reached 4,600 tons in a 
period of just eight days last May. 

Needless to say, nuclear war could be a very fer- 
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rible event. If a nuclear war occurs in the Korean 
Peninsula, not only land would be _ destroyed but 
also the Korean people themselves might be totally 
liquidated. 

Pak Jung Hi said that south Korea would develop 
the diabolical nuclear arms by herself. The Secretary 
of Defence of the United States also announced in 
June, 1975 that there was “no restriction imposed 
on choosing” the possibility of using nuclear arms. 

The United States, which is the world’s strongest 
military power, has spread nuclear warheads and 
nuclear arms in the area of Military Demarcation Line. 
Military experts have been talking about “hitting 
the heart of the enemy strongly,” ‘‘tactical use of 
nuclear arms,” “a nine-day’ war,” and “a five-day 
war" publicly. Who could deny this kind of war-like 
behavior is a threat to peace in Korea? 

As the tension in Korea increases, military alliance 
among south Korea, the United States, and Japan 
has recently been strengthened because of | this 
tension. 

At the same time unprecedented large-scale 
military training has been executed continuously in 
south Korea and the American military located in 
Okinawa and in the Pacific area have also been 
trained repeatedly for moving to south Korea. We 
have to pay special attention to the fact that they 
have been repeating training for dropping nuclear 
bombs and for the application of tactical nuclear 
bombs in a real war situation. 
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—DANGER IMPLIED IN THE MILITARY SITUATION 
IN KOREA 


As you know, at present both fighting sides are 
antagonistic against one another, although they have 
been in temporary cease-fire. A tremendous number 
of soldiers and military equipment have been con- 
centrated on both sides of the four-kilometre-wide 
Military Demarcation Line. 

It is obvious that increasing military power, bring- 
ing military weapons into the country and repeating 
such agitation statements as “continue fighting and 
kill the enemy” and “fight in a short time" are 
unrealistic under the above-mentioned situation. 

The danger of war is great under the intensified 
situation facing us. There is the possibility that Pak 
Jung Hi, who is called “the most dangerous man” 
might start war by a last desperate effort. This is 
especially true considering the present south Korean 
political and social situation which is in a state of crisis. 

Various situations imply that the war preparation 
imposed by the Pak regime, which is surviving 
through the support of the American and Japanese 
governments, is indeed extremely dangerous. 

Thus, we see the necessity of a quick and fair 
solution fo the Korean issue. 
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A. Draft of the Solution for fhe Korean Issue 
and Realization of Measures for the Solution 


—REALISTIC MEASURES FOR THE SOLUTION OF 
THE KOREAN ISSUE 


We need immediate action to cope with the 
severe situation created in Korea. The proper solu- 
tion of the Korean issue is an important task not 
Only for the Korean nation but also for other nations 
all over the world. 

The most urgent problem concerning the solution 
of the Korean issue today is how to eliminate the 
danger of war which is increasing day by day and 
tO prevent the recurrence of war. 

We have to stop the reinforcement of military 
Power and the arms race and put an end to provo- 
Cative military behavior such as the nuclear threat 
and war preparation. 

Based on the premise of exercising the right of 
Self-determination of the Korean people, we have to 
realize the withdrawal of the American military from 
south Korea, abolish military aid to the Pak Jung Hi 
regime and make the Korean Peninsula a nuclear- 
free area. 

Once these conditions are realized, nobody would 
support the Pak regime’s ambitious plot, and even if 
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it continues its military provocations, the real danger 
of war would decrease tremendously. 

Ultimately speaking, the radical way to basically 
eliminate the danger of war in the Korean Peninsula 
and to guarantee definite peace is to solve the pro- 
blem of reunification peacefully. The principle of a 
fair solution to the unification question through 
dialogue and cooperation has already been sug- 
gested. The July 4th North-South Joint Statement, 
which infroduced the three principles of indepen- 
dence, peaceful unification and grand national unity, 
agreed to by both north and south, has been receiv- 
ing an enthusiastic welcome and support from the 
whole Korean nation both inside and outside Korea. 
In addition, these three principles have been sup- 
ported unanimously at the UN General Assembly, 
inviting sympathy from all the countries of the world. 

The fact that there has so far been no outright 
objection to the principles of reunification definitely 
proves the rationality and fairness of the principles. 
If these principles are realized, we can achieve self- 
determination and solve the problem of national 
reunification based on grand national unity between 
north and south through negotiation. 

The reason why we cannot realize unification is 
that Pak Jung Hi, the monopolistic dictator and na- 
tional traitor, is in power. He ignores the North-South 
Jcint Statement and treacherously prevents the real- 
ization of the three principles. 

Therefore, the most important key today to the 
peaceful solution of the problem of reunification 
through dialogue and cooperation between north 
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and south is to abolish the Pak Jung Hi monopolistic 
dictatorial order and to democratize south Korea. 


—MAJOR ISSUES IN THE STRUGGLE TO RESTORE 
DEMOCRACY AND TO PROMOTE REUNIFICATION 
IN SOUTH KOREA 


As you are well aware, we have been insisting 
for a long time that the optimum means to the pro- 
motion of peaceful reunification is to restore demo- 
cracy in south Korea. All past developments in the 
sttuation so far prove the validity of this standpoint. 

The general task we now face for the restoration 
of democracy and civil rights in south Korea is to 
establish a united national democratic government 
consisting of representatives from various fields and 
classes in the country by taking over the Pak Jung Hi 
regime, a permanent dictatorial system. 

This task cannot be realized successfully without 
ending the intervention of outside powers such as 
the United States and Japan, that have been sup- 
porting the Pak regime. 

Thus, we have to promote the struggle against 
the New Establishment Order and the outside sup- 
port at the same time. 

In order to execute this very significant and sacred 
task which will determine the fate of our nation, we 
first have to strengthen the pan-nationalistic struggle 
in our own country. By so doing, we can attack the 
Pak regime directly and accelerate its collapse. 
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Of course, the struggle for democratization in 
south Korea is too difficult fo express in words. 
However, the fascist dictatorships prevalent all over 
the world were totally powerless against the whole 
nationalistic resistance shown in recent examples in 
various countries such as Ethiopia, Portugal and 
Thailand. 

In addition to the struggle inside south Korea, it 
is equally important to develop a more extensive 
and strong organization among the Korean people 
outside the country. The struggle outside Korea has 
advantageous conditions in terms of being able to 
criticize the Pak regime, expose the evils of the 
administration and cut off outside support. We there- 
fore need fo organize a national united front in order 
to advance the struggle for the restoration of demo- 
cracy and the promotion of reunification in a succes- 
sful manner, taking advantage of these positive con- 
ditions. At present, Pak Jung Hi monopolizes the 
right fo discuss the issue of reunification by putting 
only his loyal appointees on the North-South Co- 
ordinating Commission, which is the only forum for 
the dialogue between north and south. Under these 
conditions and with the dialogue itself at a standstill, 
activists in the democratization movement have pro- 
posed the creation of an organ to discuss the ques- 
tion of reunification, composed of various political 
parties, groups and representatives from all fields of 
both north and south Korea, in order fo promote a 
true dialogue in which the peoples of both north and 
south will take the initiative. 

The issue of reunification being a major national 
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task which has to be solved between north and 
south, we absolutely demand a forum where each 
political party, group and faction can honestly air 
their views on the issue. 

We can rapidly advance the achievement of resto- 
ration of democracy in south Korea and the reunifica- 
tion of our country only when we reach a general 
national unity irrespective of political beliefs, religion, 
differences in amount of property and knowledge and 
differences in political parties and factions, in order 
to protest in the North and South and outside the 
country against war, dictatorship and division of the 
homeland. 


—APPEAL FOR EFFECTIVE INTERNATIONAL SUPPORT 


Today, the struggle for restoration of democracy 
and promotion of reunification in south Korea under 
such an unprecedented bloody oppression needs 
active support from all the nations in the world. | as a 
Korean, appeal from the bottom of my heart to all the 
participants af this international conference and throu- 
gh you to the people of all nations to extend greater 
support to the south Korean people, who have been 
advancing their courageous struggle under the constant 
threat against their lives. 

It is important to first isolate the Pak Jung Hi 
dictatorship internationally from all the continents 
and all the countries in order to effectively support 
the struggle for restoration of democracy and pro- 
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motion of reunification in south Korea. 

We have to prosecute and impeach more inten- 
sely the cruelty and savagery of Pak Jung Hi’s New 
Establishment Order and, at the same time, put an end 
to Pak’s and his followers’ manoeuvres to invite sup- 
port and sympathy for his dictatorship. 

All the democratic countries of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America, all democratic political parties, all 
groups and individuals of the whole world should 
cut every tie with Pak’s clique and completely isolate 
Pak's dictatorship politically, economically and cul- 
turally. 

At the same time, it is important to pressure out- 
side powers supporting Pak's dictatorship, and 
weaken and finally terminate all support to it. 

Particularly, we need to raise the cry of justice 
in order to force the American military in south Ko- 
rea, the largest outside power, to withdraw, and to 
prevent Japanese aggressors from coming _ into 
south Korea. 

We have to further organize and extend the rank 
and file to make this kind of movement supporting 
the struggle of the south Korean people for justice 
realistically effective. 

On the occasion of the holding of this historic 
international conference, | would like to suggest to 
the chairpersons and all the participants that we 
start an organization called, for example, “Joint Com- 
mittee for Restoration of Democracy in South Korea” 
and locate the secretariat in Tokyo, the location 
closest fo Korea, and develop everyday activities to 
promote international support for our just struggle. 
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| wish to make one more proposal and that is 
that we adopt a resolution to organize a special pro- 
visional investigation committee and publicize _ its 
report, in order to disclose the dictatorship and the 
savage oppression of the people by the Pak regime. 

The support from all of you, our conscientious 
international friends, will contribute greatly to the 
just solution of the Korean issue and encourage the 
challenging struggle of the south Korean people 
more than you can imagine. Your support will con- 
tribute to peace and security in the world and fo the 
Progress of the human race. 

Today, the trend of the world’s historical develop- 
ment is more advantageous for democracy, national 
self-determination, progress and peace, and the 
Powers pursuing dictatorship and aggression are 
losing on all fronts. 

We sincerely believe that in this significant cur- 
rent of the times, the struggle of the south Korean 
people which defies dictatorship, stands as a barrier 
against outside supporting powers and aims at 
democracy, civil rights and peaceful reunification will 
surely be victorious.

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THE METHODS OF TORTURE IN SOUTH 
KOREA ARE MORE VICIOUS AND MORE 
VIOLENT THAN WHAT HAD BEEN CARRIED 
OUT EY THE JAPANESE IMPERIALISTS 


PROF. YUN I SANG 


KOREAN COMPOSER RESIDENT IN WEST BERLIN 


We are very well aware that Japan is an eco- 
nomic aggressor in south Korea, and | would say if 
is very ironic that | was one of the persons who were 
responsible for the Japanese government being able 
to lay a_ strong foundation for their economic 
dominance in south Korea. 

The period from 1965 to 1967 was an extremely 
important and crucial period for south Korea. These 
three years had determined the fate of the modern 
history of south Korea. 

The reason why these three years are extremely 
important is that around this time occurred the 
emergency over the “south Korea-Japan talks’ and 
the conclusion of the “south Korea-Japan treaty”. 
Therefore, we had at this time a surfacing of all the 
problems that exist in the relationship between south 
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Korea and Japah and it was also because of the very 
strong and considerable amount of financial support 
given by Japan to south Korea at this time that the 
Pak regime was able to establish the formation of its 
dictatorship in south Korea. About that time, the 
“south Korea-Japan treaty” was settled, in 1965, the 
student movement developed and became very 
active. When the student movement grew in scale, 
many of the students were arrested, tried and sent- 
enced in many cases. 

Also around this time we have the famous case of 
“People's Revolutionary Party” in which many people 
were arrested. The usual tactics taken by the Pak 
regime tried controled elections. Of course, this 
Created the major controversy inside the nation. But 
in May of 1967 there was an unprecedentedly unfair 
Presidential election. Major student demonstrations 
at that time were all aimed at opposing or forcibly 
crushing the “south Korea-Japan talks” as well as the 
treaty, 


About this time in 1967, there was a very memor- 
able day in my life. On June 17th at 7 in the morning, 
When | was sleeping at home in W. Berlin, ! 
received a telephone call from a man who called 
himself a secretary of Pak Jung Hi and had a 
special message for me from the “President” and he 
asked me to come to a hotel in W. Berlin. At that 
time | was planning to travel around the couniry 
giving a series of concerts, so | refused at first. Buf 
he insisted that | come to pick up the special mes- 
sage of the “President” and so reluctantly | hurried 
to the hotel. 
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When | arrived at the hotel there were three men 
sitting, those who called themselves secretaries of the 
“President” or emissaries of the “President.” They 
gave mea letter that was from a friend in W. 
Germany called Choe Dok Sin. 

The letter said, “Please come to Bonn and every- 
thing will be made clean.” Although | was reluctant 
to leave, they told me | would be able to return in 
the evening and they also arranged my passport and 
my documents for me, so | went with them to Bonn. 

My friend had said in this letter that he would 
have to leave and he wanted to see me for the last 
time. | was taken to Bonn. But | did not see my 
friend for two days and | was cut off from the outside 
world, completely isolated in a dark closet for about 
two days and | thought that it was the beginning of 
the type of psychological torture that they wanted to 
put me through then, after | was taken by three men 
who put me in a car. | was in a semi-conscious state. 
We drove along a highway to Hamburg. All this 
time | had no chance to contact anybody. We went 
through a special entrance into the airport where a 
Japan Airlines plane was waiting and, of course, 
there were no other passengers on this plane. | was 
met by a representative Japanese who called himself 
the head of the Hamburg Office of JAL. They treated 
me cordially, but anyway this was the beginning of 
my long terrible trip into the darkness. | could enter 
Japan when the JAL jet landed in Haneda Airport in 
Tokyo, without being investigated and without even 
being hurried to go through customs. | was given a 
free pass, so to speak, directly to Seoul. Of course, 
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| did not know why I had to be in JAL and also | 
did not know why the customs people at Haneda 
Airport did not want to check me. | did not want to 
insult anybody here but | believed that it was fairly 
closely tied up with the “south Korea-Japan talks’. 

South Korea and Japan were in a state of crisis 
or special emergency situation, and I'm sure that the 
fact that | was placed in JAL plane and that | went 
through Japan in this way had an ominous meaning. 

After | arrived at the airport, | was able to see 
Seoul for the first time in over 10 years and, of 
course, | was filled with emotion at being able to see 
my homeland after such a long separation. But then 
|! was immediately put into a “special plane” which 
was usually used by the American military and taken 
directly to CIA Headquarters at Remonclo. That was 
when the day of torture began. 


Yesterday my friend Dr. Freudenberg mentioned 
that there were 17 Korean’ residents, who were 
abducted from West Germany. Actually, there is 
more to the story. | found out that there were over 
one hundred and fifty Koreans who had been from 
W. Germany, England, Holland, France and the US. 
These one hundred and fifty victims of the kidnap- 
ping were in some cases nearly chosen at random, 
and so they had no reason to have been kidnapped. 
So the Pak regime released those in whom they were 
not interested. And then they screened hundred and 
fifteen until they had seventeen persons left, and 
these were the people who were tried and these 
were the people who were very active abroad. 
People who had_ studied abroad and also some 
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famous leaders, professors fairly well known and these 
people were tried in south Korea. 

At the time, the south Korean “government” tried 
to publish that we had been special contact with East 
Berlin and that we were “conspiring against the 
‘government’ and they tried to make false rumors 
about us in south Korea and abroad. And they said 
that we were actually the major ‘spies’ and that | 
was the “chief spy,” and since | was fairly well known 
they wanted to make me the head of these “espion- 
age activities.’ And then after this | was confined 
and imprisoned for two years, and of course those 
two years were constant torture, and what was 
worse was that besides being tortured myself | had 
to watch other people being tortured and hear other 
people who were tortured in south Korea. | went 
through three trials and the first demand for my 
indictment was life-imprisonment, the second was 
fifteen-years'’ imprisonment, then the third was ten- 
years’ imprisonment. 

Of course all through the three trials, the pro- 
secutors demanded capital punishment. Then the 
sentence was, in the first trial, imprisonment for life- 
time, fifteen-years’ imprisonment and _ ten-years' 
imprisonment. But making every effort, not just on 
my behalf but on the part of people of conscience 
throughout the world, helped our relief not just my 
own but that of the people who were concerned in 
the same “case.” And so finally we were released 
and now we are free. 

But looking back, | feel now that if | had not been 
in Europe many years, if | had not had so many 
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friends in the free world, and if | had not been an 
artist, | don't think | could have survived through 
those trials and persecutions. Actually it is revealed 
by now that the Pak regime at that time had a plan 
to kill four people in addition to myself in this con- 
Spiracy. 

If there had not been this “case,” | think that 
students, professors, intellectuals in south Korea who 
were staging a very active movement at that time 
could have continued their struggle, even intensified 
their struggle. But there were those who continued, 
and sustained their struggle. | think those people 
Were the ones who had the power and the will to 
Sustain their struggle. That is to say, there was the 
better part of the movement. But, | might say that if 
there had not been this “case” to intimidate the 
south Korean people, the tendency at that time or 
the things that happened after that, might not have 
been the same as we have witnessed in the time in 
between. 

And while in prison, faced with the danger of 
death | could write an opera which is now being 
Performed only just in W. Germany, but in the US, 
Sweden, Australia and other countries. And | 
wonder how it was possible for me to write an opera 
when | was imprisoned and facing death. But if | 
fell you my experience in prison, you may under- 
stand that the situation and conditions are very 
Severe, and I can't deny it, but still | saw many 
more people, many young people, being under 
custody in the same conditions as me, and seeing 
these people, living with all these people, | got the 
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strength to do it, but my conditions were probably 
better than these of the young people who were 
arrested just because of their thoughts, what they 
thought in their minds, not because of what they did. 
But in my case | had my family who brought me 
clothes and food to the prison. | also knew that there 
were many friends who were engaged in the move- 
ment to save me, so | had all these things, but the 
young people there had nothing; they had just to 
go through the hardships in the prison, just because 
of their thoughts. They had been tried for capital 
punishment. And | have chances, not very often to 
exchange views with such people, and | felt that they 
are sheer, sole product of this tragedy of national 
division and that their intention was just to save this 
mad society that was and still is prevailing in south 
Korea. Maybe they were a little more courageous 
than other people and that was their ‘‘crime"; that 
was what was “found” to be a “crime.” 

Every morning we heard a horn to tell us to wake 
up and after this horn, this sign, the breakfast was 
served. But on the days when an_ execution is 
scheduled, there would be complete silence for 
thirty minutes after this morning call. And | know that 
during this thirty minutes, many youths were execu- 
ted like the deuce. During these thirty minutes, | con- 
templated these youths, who had to leave this earth 
and were executed just because of their thoughts. 
Many people might think, looking at me, that I'm 
completely healthy by now but actually this is not 
true. My body is physically destroyed. For example, 
while | was being tortured in the chamber in south 
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Korea, | was hung from the ceiling upside-down 
completely naked for three days and | became 
unconscious and | had to stay for seven more days 
in the hospital and that tells how seriously destroyed 
my body is. 

| heard many stories from many people in south 
Korea who were also tortured by the same people, 
the south Korean CIA. From what | heard it is 
actually the worst kind of the most brutal and most 
savage kind of torture that the world has known in 
its past and present history. 

These methods of torture or those people who 
were engaged in the activities in the south Korean 
police or KCIA directly learned these methods from 
the Japanese imperialist viceroy police during the 
colonial days. They added to what they learned from 
the Japanese imperialists modern technology and 
modern methods of torture. Maybe that is more 
vicious and more violent than what had been carried 
out by the Japanese imperialists. 

| am testifying here as a witness of the history 
that | saw of the history of south Korea. | would also 
like to add that this is not the story of just myself. 
This is the story of Kim Ji Ha. This is the story of Kim 
Dae Jung and many more south Koreans who are 
just innocent patriots. So please take my siory as 
something that represents the story of all innocent 
patriots struggling in south Korea who have no op- 
portunity to see you directly like this; and cannot 
talk to you about what they have seen and experien- 
ced, But fortunately myself, ! was released, so | 
have this opportunity and so | feel my responsibility 
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to tell you about these days of mine which are also 
the story of many more south Koreans. 

For well-known people such as Kim Ji Ha or Kim 
Dae Jung, we know that there is a strong movement 
throughout the whole world to save them, but what 
| am more concerned about is the fate and destiny 
of those people who are anonymous; about whom 
nobody in the world knows what's going to happen 
and those who have already been executed without 
being known by the people of the world. 

When I'm exhausted, when | face troubles, | always 
hear my conscience telling me the voice of those 
people, the soul of those people who have entered 
into my vision and disappeared and those souls, the 
spirit of these people tells me, ‘Please tell our story 
to the whole world instead of us.’ And that’s what 
| always hear from my conscience. 

| might compare the present condition in south 
Korea to a small house, a small humble house in a 
village. Maybe in the small humble house in a vil- 
lage, there is a big snake and everybody in the 
family of this house are threatened by the snake. The 
snake has a strong poison, and with the poison 
everybody in the family is facing the threat of 
death. What are the cries of these people who are 
living in this small humble house? Of course, natural- 
ly they are crying, “Save us.” All these innocent 
people are crying, “Save us.” These innocent south 
Koreans, the residents of this small humble house are 
wishing to receive the help of the people of the world 
for their future happiness and for their peaceful life. 
But if we just substitute this poison of one snake 
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with that of another snake, | think the same thing 
could happen in the future. So instead of substituting 
this snake with another snake, what we have to do is 
to completely get rid of this snake, and restore the 
original status of this small humble house; that is to 
the peaceful and happy life of the people and with 
this | strongly appeal the great significance of the 
whole of this conference at this time. And also I'd like 
to see as the result of this conference the establish- 
ment of a sort of the movement organization, to 
work for that purpose. | may repeat that this is not a 
request of just myself, but as | said, this is the request 
of all those people that | met, and all those that had 
fo disappear from this earth, their voice still telling 
me to send this message to you. 
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FORTY-EIGHT HOURS IN SEOUL WERE THE 
MOST UNCOMFORTAELE HOURS OF MY LIFE 


GEORGE WALD

Human rights are never an internal matter. They 
concern all of us. Wherever in the world a violation 
of human rights occurs, it degrades everyone in the 
world. 

| was in Seoul exactly two years ago. | went there 
with a small delegation another American, Fred Bran- 
finan, and Oshima Koichi. We were in Seoul for only 
forty-eight hours. | think they were the most uncom- 
fortable forty-eight hours of my life. Fortunately | was 
carrying a telegram from Senator Kennedy that | re- 
ceived in Hiroshima. It was asking among other things 
for the American ambassador at that time, Philip Ha- 
bib, to help all he could. And without that telegram 
| don't think our delegation would ever have arrived 
in Seoul, 

Well, we waited to board the plane in Tokyo Air- 
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port. Two officials from the south Korean embassy in 
Tokyo came to take away my visa. They said that the 
visa had been obtained on false pretences. From then 
on the intimidation never ceased. We were warned 
that we would not be allowed to enter Seoul. When 
we arrived in Seoul, we were segregated from all the 
other passengers. The customs tried to take away the 
petition we were carrying fo deliver to Pak Jung Hi, 
asking him to release his political prisoners. If had 
been signed by seventeen thousand Japanese in addi- 
tion to Jean-Paul Sartre from France and, I'm proud to 
say, three fellow professors from Harvard University 
including the former ambassador Edwin Reischauer. 
At our hotel every telephone conversation was being 
listened to with no attempt whatever to hide this from 
us. It was all part of the process of intimidation. And, 
though we had such a short time there, every device 
was used fo frustrate our attempt to deliver our peti- 
tion. Through a frightened looking young man, we 
made an appointment to visit Mr. Kim Dae Jung. We 
had been avoiding using the telephone for this pur- 
pose. But then it became late in the day. We were 
late for our appointment and we had to telephone 
Kim Dae Jung to say that though we were late we 
were sfill coming. That telephone call brought an im- 
mediate response. Before we could leave the hofel, 
we were visited by a young man who said that he was 
from the department of justice to warn us that we had 
the wrong kind of visas, that any political activities, 
particularly any visits, were illegal and must be done 
cn our own responsibility. We set out for Kim Dae 
Jung's house in two taxis but we saw immediately that 
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in fact we had become a procession of three faxis. 
The third taxi contained three KCIA men. The third 
taxi followed us to the door of Kim Dae Jung's home 
and then disappeared. We saw no more of it. Kim 
Dae Jung said to us among other things that the Pak 
dictatorship cultivates a constant national paranoia in- 
volving the thought that south Korea is _ constantly 
threatened with attack from the north. Kim Dae Jung 
said that he thinks that national security depends much 
more on the people's will to defend democracy than 
on weapons. He said without democracy what is there 
to defend? 

When we visited Kim Dae Jung, it happened to be 
the anniversary of his kidnapping from Tokyo. He said 
‘What | regret most about my kidnapping is that when 
Jepan objected it was more because of the violation 
of Japan's dignity than a violation of human rights.” 

| want to speak of a last matter in this meeting of 
which | had not previously heard until it was brought 
up here. | have become aware of it af this meeting in 
conversations with some of my American compatriots 
who are students of Asian matters. | hope you'll for- 
give me if I'm not at all reluctant to criticize my own 
country, in which the principal problem is racism. 
What | want to ask, and I'm very happy that the mayor 
of Yokohama mentioned that briefly what | want fo 
ask, is how about human rights of Koreans in Japan? 
lt seems to me a little embarrassing at such a confer- 
ence as this to concentrate on the human rights of the 
persons, the Koreans in south Korea without paying 
some attention to the denial of certain human rights 
to Koreans in Japan. | am told that Koreans in Japan 
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are regarded as stateless. And there are severe limita- 
tions upon their movements abroad. | had never heard 
of these things until yesterday and today. | must con- 
fess that I’m a little shocked and realized with surprise 
and dismay that Japan like my country has a problem 
of racism. 
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UNDERHAND RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN 
JAPAN AND SOUTH KOREA

Friends: | would like to read you the main point 
of the letter from Mr. Kim Ji Ha. Because | think if 
helps to explain what the struggle of the south Ko- 
rean people means to ourselves and others as Japan- 
ese. This letter was dated January 7th last year, just 
after he had been arrested over the case of the Na- 
tional Federation of Democratic Youth and Students. 
This letter was written in prison and it has not been 
heard outside south Korea until now because it could 
not be taken out of the country. Although the letter 
is addressed to a south Korean friend, we might say 
that the friend in the letter means all the friends of 
south Korea in which we also are included. As all the 
people at this “Emergency International Conference on 
Korea” are friends of Kim Ji Ha, | would like to in- 
terpret this letter as a message from Kim Ji Ha to this 
conference. The main points are as follows: 
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My friends: Today | think of the fact that we can- 
not see each other and are separated. Yet within this 
separation | know that you are struggling hard and we 
are even more deeply bound together. Even in this 
separation we find unexpected encounters. | think 
that of all the words that | love most dearly such as 
liberation”, “revolution”, etc., the most brilliant is 
the word "friendship" by which you and I are forcibly 
bound together. And our aim must be to give an ex- 
pansion to that friendship, a secial expansion, a na- 
tional expansion, a werldwide expansion, a universal 
expansion, a historical expansion.... We must struggle 
to create a violent wind that will sweep throughout 
the entire world. It is a contradiction to wage such a 
wind on behalf of tranquillity.... Let us part 100 times, 
1,000 times in our separation io find yet a new en- 
counier and yet more new encounters. 


Well this is only of course the main points of a 
very long letter. Its writer is now a prisoner. He is 
going to be fried on the death sentence. 

We must meet him without fail. We should also 
meet Kim Dae Jung and seventeen other personages 
by all means. And we should also meet three person- 
ages—Choe Chol Gyo, Chin Du Hyon and Kim Dal 
Nam—who are sentenced to death. 

The movement of the Japanese people has begun 
with the formation of the “Society for Saving Kim Ji 
Ha end Others” by Oda Makoto and Tsurumi Shun- 
suke. 

Until the announcement of the July 4 North-South 
Joint Statement those who had conducted a campaign 
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against the Vietnamese war were little concerned 
about the south Korean masses and the Japan-south 
Korea relationship. In fact, it is impossible fo set the 
Vietnamese and Korean questions apart for they are 
closely linked with each other. 

Japan dominated Korea in the past. Its greatest 


crime was that it drew the Korean people into the 
Pacific War. 


It was a tragedy, indeed, and it is the Korean pe? 
ple who should be the first to pass judgment on Ja- 
pan. 

In this sense, the greatest crime committed by the 
United States in south Korea was the dispatch of the 
south Korean troops to Viet Nam. The south Korean 
troops’ entry into the Vietnamese war has left 4 great 
indelible blot on its history. At the time, the honest 
minded democratic personages in south Korea were 
unanimously opposed to the troop dispatch to Viet 
Nam. 

The relevant bil! was railroaded through at 4 back 
room in the complete absence of oppositionists. 

Japan is not without connection with this affair i 
troop dispatch. It is because the “Japan-’ROK’ treaty’ 
was concluded in June 1965, that is, at a time when 
the first batch of troops arrived in Viet Nam. The “Ja- 
pan-'ROK' treaty” was to back up the dispatch of 
south Korean troops to Viet Nam, and since its conclu- 
sion Japan, through trade, has raked in dollars south 
Korea earned by the dispatch of its troops to Viet 
Nam. Japan is playing the most criminal role. 

It is natural that our movement had limitations from 
the start since we waged it separating the Vietnamese 
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from the Korean question though they were so closely 
connected with each other. This became clear when 
the case of Kim Dae Jung occurred in August 1973. 
At a press conference he pointed out that the pro- 
gressive persons in Japan were looking away south 
Korea while taking interest in north Korea. This was a 
grave warning to us. 

Kim Dae Jung linked us with south Korea and with 
"Hanmintong’. Thus, the inside of certain Japan- 
"ROK" relationship came to our knowledge. 

That year Japan's annual investments in south Ko- 
rea had already reached 300 million dollars, and the 
number of its “kisaeng tourists’ run into 500,000. It 
was from that time that the movement of the ‘Japan- 
South Korea Solidarity Liaison Council’ was started. 
This council was formed around Aochi Shin in April 
1974, and in July that year the "Society for Saving Kim 
Ji Ha and Others” came into being with Oda Makoto, 
Tsurumi Shunsuke and others as its central figures. 

The movement rapidly gained in scope and 
strength with the imposition of death sentences on 
Kim Ji Ha and other personages in 1974. The slogan, 
“Save Kim Ji Ha from death!"" found echo all over the 
country. The movement to save Kim Ji Ha was just the 
movement to save ourselves. In reflection of this logic 
there came into being another movement. It is the 
siruggle against the export of pollutional industry to 
south Korea. The struggle against the export of pollu- 
tional chemical industry of Japen, which started from 
the autumn of 1974, continued for one year in the 
form of demonstrations. 

To us Japanese, ihe Japan-""ROKX" relationship is a 
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mirror to reflect ourselves. A political crisis is brewing 
in Japan due to the "Lockheed" case. The Japanese 
people allowed war criminal Kishi to become Prime 
Minister. Japan keeps on national discrimination still 
today without answering for its 36-year-long rule over 
Korea. 

Japan has attained a “high-rate growth" in the 
Korean war and then in the Vietnam war. Yet it faces 
various crises now. There arises an objective necessity 
for revolution when looking back on the 30-odd post- 
war years and on the contemporary history of one 
hundred years. 

This task is also a task facing south Korea. The re- 
unification of Korea and the restoration of democracy 
in south Korea are the most difficult problems in the 
world. Hence the south Korean people are travelling 
an untrodden path of struggle. 

We should learn from this. And this cannot be 
separated from our present task. 

We are striving to bring to light the shady adhe- 
sion between Japan and south Korea through the 
“Lockheed” case. In other words, we are fighting a- 
gainst the five bandits of Japan. 

Attention should be given to the Japanese financial 
circles’ move to offer 4,000 million dollars to south 
Korea in five years from next year. Uemura Kogoro is 
the central figure. This will promote the creation of 
war industry in south Korea. The move should be 
curved. 

Besides, we should thwart the ‘‘two-Koreas” plot 
perpetrated by Foreign Minister Miyazawa in_ the 
United Nations. “Simultaneous admission’ into the UN 
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conflicts sharply with the cause of Korea's reunifica- 
tion. Japan has disgraced herself in the UN in the Tai- 
wan and north and south Vietnamese questions, too. 
We demand the Jepanese government to abstain from 
voting in the UN debate on the Korean issue. 

We also demand it to stop interfering in Korea and 
machinating to perpetuate its division. Kim Ji Ha said 
the future resides in the midst of struggle. We will 
march forward with greater vigor. 
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TRAGEDY AND HUMAN WRECKAGE IN 
SOUTH KOREA ARE THE RESPOWSIBILITIES 
OF THE UNITED STATES

Last week | visited south Korea, and I'd like to 
re with you some observations which | had. On 
sunday | visited a small church in Seoul which holds 4 
service every Sunday afternoon attended by a small 
congregation. It is typical church service in Seoul. The 
minister of the church was among those who are Pre 
sently imprisoned by the Pak regime and so the sel 
vice was entirely by women members of the church 
led by Mrs. Yun Bo Son, wife of the former south 
Korean president. And the day happened to be the 
second anniversary of the abduction from Tokyo of 
Kim Dae Jung by KCIA, with the collaboration of the 
Japanese authorities. And therefore on that day Mrs. 
Kim Dae Jung, who normally attends that service, 
could not be there. She on that day participated in the 


sha 
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service at the Roman Catholic Cathedral in Seoul to 
commemorate the anniversary of the abduction, which 
of course appeared nowhere in the south Korean 
press. | had the opportunity to speak a little with the 
mother of Kim Ji Ha and I'd like to convey some in- 
formation from her about him. 

She reports that Kim Ji Ha is allowed to have abso- 
lutely no visitors. He is permitted no exercise whaft- 
soever in the small cell in which he is confined. And 
until they started his trial he was permitted no books 
whatsoever. The Pak regime, since his trial has begun, 
has permitted him to have the Bible. And his mother 
pointed out that, in contrast to other defendants, most 
of whom were allowed no visitors for a month or two 
after their arrest, this treatment has gone on for Kim 
Ji Ha for one-and-a-half years. She has not seen him 
either in that time nor has anyone else. 

The mother of Kim Ji Ha asked me to deliver this 
message to you and we hope, to the world. ‘I'm 
waiting for Kim Ji Ha to be released, but more than 
anything else, I’m waiting for the restoration of demo- 
cracy in Korea. | wish to thank people from around 
the world for their concern and for their actions on 
behalf of Kim Ji Ha. Kim Ji Ha is definitely not a Com- 
munist, he is a person who loves democracy and is 
devoted to his nation and to his people. My hope is 
that Kim Ji Ha’s release would be accompanied by the 
restoration of democracy in south Korea." That was 
the end of her message. 

| also had the opportunity to speak for four hours 
with former Pr. Yun Bo Son at his home in Seoul. Yun 
Bo Son will be 80 years old this year. | believe he went 
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én trial, the second group fo go on trial for signing 
the "Declaration for Democracy and Nalional Salva- 
tion.” Mr. Yun Bo Son commented on the “Declaration 
for Democracy and National Salvation” to the effect 
that there was no conceivable reason for trying any- 
one for signing a statement which made no attempt to 
topple the Pak government, which made modest sug- 
gestions for correcting the errors of that regime and 
restoring democracy once again. 

He pointed out that there is no basis in south Ko- 
rean law or any other for the trials that were present 
ly In progress. | should mention that Mr. Yun Bo 50” 
= Presently under five years suspended sentence for 
his support of the student and Christian movements in 
south Korea a few years ago. The prosecution is now 
demanding 10 years sentence for him. And he feels 
that in the absence of major world pressure, that’s pre 
cisely what the result would be, that he'll spend his 
final years in prison. Mr. Yun raised the question 
which still weighs heavily on me and perhaps other 
people who want to reflect on it. Also he commente 
that last year the Franco regime executed 5 people, 
so-called “terrorists" in Spain. And the world was in 
storm and countries around the world discussed ruP- 
turing diplomatic relations with Spain. 

Mr. Yun commented that when the Pak regime 
hanged 8 young people from the democratic struggle 
on charges of membership in the People’s Revolu- 
tionary Party, that is, as Communists, only a few mur- 
murs were heard around the world. And he wondered 
why this was the case, and whether perhaps in the 
future how response might be made different. My visit 
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to south Korea and to this conference has recalled io 
me an exchange in the American House of Represen- 
tatives recently between an American Congressman 
and the Secretary of State, who is very fond of dis- 
cussing the dimensions of American foreign policy. 
Mr. Kissinger was asked whether there were any con- 
ditions under which the USA might consider ending 
or reducing its aid to dictatorial regimes, to regimes 
violating human rights, with particular reference to 
south Korea. Mr. Kissinger responded that this is very 
complex, but nevertheless he supposed that if there 
was a regime which began to construct gas chambers, 
then perhaps at that time the CIA would have to re- 
consider all the factors involved, perhaps even con- 
sider terminating its aid. 

If there is a regime anywhere in the world which 
has constructed and put to use gas chambers for the 
purpose of execution then it is the regime which has 
indulged in the tortures described so vividly yesterday 
by Mr. Yun | Sang. That regime is the south Korean 
regime and time has come for us to confront the Ame- 
rican government, and other governments which sup- 
port that regime with reality. 

Mr. Yun | Sang’s description yesterday of the ab- 
ductions and torture conducted by the Pak regime | 
think these are an important lesson for those of us in 
the West and in the so-called advanced countries. 
That is the fact that the so-called democratic liberties 
that we enjoy in those countries are at least those 
more privileged classes enjoy less very squarely. 
Counting on the support and on the active role of our 
governments repression goes on daily hourly in coun- 
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tries like south Korea. And it seems to me that the 
structure of repression isn't the product of the Ford 
regime or the Kissinger's real politic, but is the sys- 
tematic product of generations, of decades at least of 
American "world leadership" so-called, and is embo- 
died, not merely in the repression of Kim Ji Ha and 
Kim Dae Jung, but in the economic, military, cultural, 
and political conditions which keep the countries like 
south Korea within the framework of American power. 


This framework is not going to be changed by a 
few more liberal image in the White House, or by 
change of party. But in the end it’s going to be 
changed by people's movements, by people's strug- 
gles, and by clarity about the fundamental quality of 
that structure of repression which embodies all of us. 

| spoke briefly about the violation of human rights 
symbolized by some of the more famous people on 
trial, but in fact my visit to south Korea left much 
deeper and heavier impression on me, with respect to 
the great mass of the south Korean people for whom 
the yoke of the structure of foreign and Pak oppres- 
sion in some ways is far greater, and I'd like to com- 
ment briefly on the “south Korean miracle” as it's pro- 
pagated by the Pak regime and as much as the inter- 
national press has taken it up, and as it was borne 
home to me in my brief visit, Nowhere in the world 
in my experience is the contrast greater between the 
Glitter and glamour of US- and Japan-financed luxury 
hotels and new industries controlled by foreign capital 
on the one hand, and the misery of the daily life of 
the people on the other. Nowhere else is the gap 
greater or more terrifying. 
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Now nation in my experience has been forced fo 
sell itself body and soul in what | call the mercenari- 
zation of the south Korean people, as has the Pak 
regime conducted in south Korea. | refer here 
not only fo the export of south Korean troops to com- 
mit counterrevolutionary actions fo repress the Viet 
Nam people but also to the creation of kisaeng trade 
within south Korea and the export of south Korean 
prostitutes to Japan. Finally the latest wrinkle of the 
Pak regime it appears, the massive export of south 
Korean workers to the Middle East, fo Malaysia, and 
other countries of the world, to sell their bodies and 
their labour for capital to return to the Pak regime. 

| saw and felt the dimension of this lately most 
clearly in a visit fo a squatter area on the outskirt of 
Seoul, where the Pak government in the previous 
month had moved in with hammers and bulldozers and 
simply destroyed the homes of roughly 10 thousand 
people on one hillside in order to have the way for 
more luxury houses. In that area | found once again 
the beginnings of human life, to create themselves out 
of the havoc of bricks or mortar laid across the ground 
everywhere. Once again people were reconstructing 
homes on the area that they had just been driven out, 
because the Pak regime of cotirse had made no pro- 
vision for their living elsewhere. 

And they were living in tents constructed of plastic 
held up by scraps of old mortar and sticks and pieces 
of scrap metal that could be found anywhere, living in 
an area without water, without electricity, without gas. 

I'd like to conclude finally by emphasizing the fact 
that the tragedy of south Korea today and the human 
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wreckage that is symbolized both by Kim Ji Ha on 
one hand and by those squatters on the other are the 
direct responsibilities of the American nation, Ameri- 
can military, the American multinational corporations, 
and finally of the American people themselves who 
must share the responsibility for the wreckage that 
created in that nation into the Korean war and after- 
wards,

DEMOCRACY AND UNITY IS THE STRUGGLE 
OF ALL OPPRESSED PEOPLE

| want to thank the organizers of the “EICK”. | 
know very little about the Korean people's struggle 
for national unity and democracy. Of course | do know 
that they were the first Asian people to strike a moral 
blow at American imperialism. | also know that they 
have a country which is partitioned with one half 
under US imperialism and that the other half has been 
liberated and is a people’s Korea. But that is about 
all | know. | come from a country whose press is own- 
ed by foreigners and which always sides with im- 
perialism. Thus it tells us little about the happenings 
and struggles in the third world countries. When it 
reports on such events it does so with the view of 
obscuring the truth or showing that imperialist domi- 
nation is a good thing and that anti-imperialist strug- 
gles are bad. Thus | have come to learn. | want to 
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carry home something about the Korean people's just 
struggle for national liberation. I'd like to make it clear 
that I'm not speaking for any organization in Korea 
and that for the purposes of this meeting | am non- 
aligned: but then we were told that this conference 
was for non-aligned persons and was paralleling the 
non-aligned nations conference in Colombo. I'm here 
in my capacity as a writer who tries to speak about 
myself and who tries to get his inspiration from the 
struggles of our people for total liberation from im- 
perialism and any form of domination. That means 
that as a writer I|-can never be non-aligned. How can 
a writer if he is to be meaningful, assume a non- 
aligned position amid a million voices crying out in 
unison for the right to control the natural and human 
resources of their own land, the right to control the 
fruits of their sweat, the products of their labor? How 
can one be non-aligned in the very sight of a million 
muscles flexing to break centuries of chains tied 
around their bodies by imperialism and all exploiting 
classes? 

Yesterday | was moved to tears by the testimony 
of the south Korean composer Yun | Sang when he 
described his experiences in the cages of Pak Jung Hi. 
| was impressed with his statement that he gained 
strength to compose opéra in prison from the know- 
ledge that he was speaking for many gagged voices, 
for the many whose bodies were being tortured. 
That's an example of the position that music and the 
arts in the third world must take. Speak for, speak fo, 
speak out for the strength and determination of the 
people in their struggle for total liberation. 
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It is the position taken by Kim Ji Ha in his poetry. 
That is why his poems speak not only to south Ko- 
reans but to all the struggling peoples in the third 
world. He is in prison but his voice is an inspiration 
to us in South Africa and Zimbabwe, to us in Palestine, 
to us in all countries under neo-colonialism. When he 
speaks of the Five Bandits he is speaking about all 
our histories. 

Let me dwell for a few minutes on that history 
which we all share. It has two dialectically related as- 
Pects. First, it has been a history of exploitation and 
Oppression by Western European ruling classes. 

The history of European exploitation, domination 
and oppression of African nations and peoples falls in- 
to three main phases: 


') Slavery—This was the period when Africans were 
seized as slaves and were shipped across the seas 
to build the New World of America, the West 
Indies and Latin America. When you contemplate 
Western industrial and technological growth— 
later transported to Japan—remember that it too 
was built on the enslaved labor of Africans. On 
the other side, you can see the terrible negative 
consequences of this transplanting of labor on 
Africa's own growth. Human beings are the sub- 
ject and object of any development, for it is their 
combined labor power that changes nature and 
hence changes themselves. 

You cannot kill people, you cannot cage people, 
you cannot scatter people, making them beggars 
in their own land or in other lands and still call 
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it development. 


2) Classical colonialism—Then came the period of 
direct colonial occupation. This was characterized 
by the exploitation of Africa's natural resources 
and the exploitation of African labor by European 
capital. Africa became the source of raw ma- 
terials, the source of cheap labor and also a 
market for European goods. This exploitation was 
accompanied by direct political rule and direct 
oppression and suppression of the people by co- 
lonial armies and police. 


3) Neo-colonialism—Then came the period of neo- 
colonialism under which most of Africa now lives. 
This has also been called the stage or the period 
of flag independence. This means a situation where 
a client indigenous government is ruling and op- 
pressing people on behalf of American, European 
and Japanese capital. Such a regime acts as a 
policeman of international capital and often mort- 
gages a whole country for arms and crumbs from 
the table. It never changes the colonial economy 
of development and uneven development. 


All these three stages were accompanied by 
brutality and oppression—in fact, all these three stages 
are nothing but different aspects of slavery. Just now 
as we are talking in this hall, African workers, children 
are being killed in South Africa. Just now as we are 
talking so many of our people are being killed in 
South Africa. Just now as we are talking so many of 
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our people are being tortured in South Africa and 
Zimbabwe—not to mention many others being killed 
or rotting in jails in many neo-colonial states in Africa, 


But what | have been talking about above is only 
One aspect of the history which we share with Korea 
and many other Asian countries. 

The other and more enduring aspect is that of 
struggle and resistance. The several hundred years of 
European slavery in Africa has given rise fo an infini- 
tely glorious and heroic history of the people who 
have refused to succumb to exploitation and oppres- 
sion. African people fought the British, Portuguese, 
French and other European slave drivers. They fought 
and struggled against the colonial armies of occupa- 
tion. There are many glorious sagas of this period. | 
may cite the Algerian armed struggle against the 
French and the Kenyan Mau Mau armed resistance 
against the British. You may be interested to know 
that the Mau Mau liberation struggle in Kenya was 
being waged at about the same time as the Korean 
war. More recently there has been the successful 
armed struggles in Mozambique, Angola and Guinea 
Bissau. Armed struggle is still going on in Zimbabwe. 
We can see the beginnings of a similar armed strug- 
gle in South Africa: Soweto is only a beginning of 
things to come. | believe that the recent victories of 
the people in Angola, Mozambique and Guinea Bissau 
have ushered in a new era in the struggles of the 
African peoples. Just as the Portuguese were the first 
to introduce the era of slavery and colonialism in the 
15th century, so their forced departure signifies the

end of classical colonialism in Africa and the beginning 
of strenuous struggles against imperialism in the neo- 
colonial stage. Neo-colonialism thrives because of the 
alliance between a native comprador class and foreign 
bourgeoisie. The comprador class rules by torture, 
fraud, imprisonment, military brutality, terror and so 
on to suppress the people on behalf of their pay- 
masters in London, Paris, New York, Amsterdam and 
Tokyo. They are, if you like, the present-day slave 
drivers and plantation owners hired by international 
monopoly capital. 

The native comprador class is the most dangerous 
because it confuses the people. They kill democracy 
and they kill national initiative. They kill unity under 
the pretense of fighting communism. 

But the struggle will continue simultaneously a- 
gainst this comprador native ruling class and against 
the foreign international aggressors, as well as against 
the Pak Jung Hiites and their foreign paymasters. 

That's why the Korean people's struggle is our 
struggle. That's why the Korean people's struggle for 
democracy and unity is the struggle of all oppressed 
people. 

| believe that peace is only possible through the 
total burial of imperialism. So our struggle for national 
unity and democracy necessarily is a struggle against 
imperialism and foreign domination. But the imperial- 
ist powers are cooperating and sharing information 
and strategies, so all the oppressed and exploited 
peoples must also unite to smash and bury the enemy 
forever. 

The enemy is now led by US imperialism. After the 
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US defeat in Vietnam and Cambodia, the imperialists 
have retreated and are now attempting to consolidate 
their positions in Africa, the Middle East, Latin Ameri- 
ca, Korea and other Southeast Asian countries. You 
remember that after Vietnam the US Secretary of 
Defense threatened to use nuclear weapons against the 
Korean people should they continue to refuse fo be 
slaves in their own land. More recently, the US Secret- 
ary of Defense visited Kenya and Zaire to conclude 
secret defense agreements. Kissinger has been meeting 
the South African Hitlerite Vorster in West Germany to 
hatch out more plots to continue mounting armed at- 
tacks in Africa just as previously the same Hitlerite 
Vorster met with his Zionist collaborators in Israel. 
And France has been selling new nuclear plants to the 
Hitlerite Vorster. The threat of nuclear war thus ob- 
viously still comes from the mad dog, rampaging im- 
Perialist countries. 

Thus it is more than obvious why we in the third 
world must support the south Korean people's strug- 
gle for national unity and democracy. We must not see 
Our struggle in isolation. South Africa, Zimbabwe, Pa- 
lestine, south Korea—it’s all the same battle against 
the enemy of democracy and the unity of the peoples. 
And we must therefore consciously forge unity of all 
the third world peoples. | said that | was not speaking 
for an organization. But | am sure that the Kenyan 
people who have consistently stood against the posi- 
tion of a division of their own country and who have 
stood firmly against any foreign claims on their terri- 
tory will firmly support the Korean people's just de- 
mand for national reunification and for democracy. 
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Long live the Korean people's struggle! Long live 
the struggle of all the peasants and workers in the 
third world! Long live the unity of all peoples in the 


world struggling against imperialism and all forms of 
foreign domination!

| would like to speak about my own country Alge- 
tia. Since 1830, when the first French colonialists came 
to Algeria, our country has suffered all the struggles.

Our people have endured all sorts of injustice, the 
Same injustice that we can see now in south Korea. 
The only difference is in the name of the enemies: for 
us, it was the French colonialists, for south Korea, it 
is the local dictatorship. In 1954, when we started the 
revolution we have changed our methods and took fo 
arms, Because we have used weapons, the ears of the 
colonialists have been able to hear our cries. 

Through seven and a half years of struggles, we 
have come to appreciate the international help from 
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countries which were sharing the same ideas as ours. 
Thanks to this international solidarity, our revolution 
could triumph over the colonialists and so we really 
appreciate the international solidarity to fight for right 
causes. 

After the independence in 1962, we were confront- 
ed with the problem of giving a definition to our own 
country. We were to make a choice, we wanted to get 
rid of all the sequels of the war, we wanted to build 
a new society. Which is better go in the way of social- 
ism or back to capitalism? 

But in fact, this choice had already been made 
during the hundred years of fight against colonialists. 
We had already stood up to fight in a way, which 
was, in a sentence, the way of socialism, so there was 
no problem of choice. We have chosen socialism. 
When we started to build our country, we were then 
confronted with many economical problems.

Our country, of course, is against all these policies 
of blocs, that mean military alliance or economical 
ties; we want all the countries to be free to live ac- 
cording to their culture, according to their rights. We 
want all the peoples of the world to have equal rights 
to live and also, what | want to say that our country, 
which has known very well the war, is now absolutely 
for peace. 

My conclusion will be: Long life to the Korean 
people in struggle for democracy and peace, long life 
to express my solidarity with all the brothers who are 
still in jail and to conclude, | will say long life to 
peace.

We are all aware that the Korean problem does 
not limit itself to only the Korean Peninsula itself and 
this is why we are here. Thailand, which is thousands 
of miles away, also came into the picture during the 
Korean war in 1950-1953. 

In return for the US military aid, the Thai govern- 
ment agreed to support the reign of Syngman Rhee 
during the Korean war by sending combat troops to 
south Korea. We were dragged into this war by the 
ruling class who served the US interest. But this was 
not totally without opposition from the people. There 
was a peace movement to oppose the Thai participa- 
tion in the war and to denounce the US imperialist 
operation in Korea. 
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It so happened that during those years the north- 
eastern part of Thailand was facing a droughf. Farm- 
ers' families were starving to death. So as a symbolic 
act against the Korean war, a group of peace move- 
ment went to the north-east to give some food and 
clothing to the poor farmers. Their actions meant to 
ask why should Thailand waste its own human resour- 
ces and its production capacity in the imperialist war 
in Korea, while the Thai people were dying. 

As a consequence, these peace-loving people were 
arrested on charges of “rebellion”. Some of them 
Served ten-year sentences. This is only one incident 
that shows the relationship between south Korea and 
Thai. 

The south Korean students overthrew Syngman Rhee 
in 1960 and the people tried to gain a democratic 
government. 

As long as a dictatorial regime like that of Pak can 
exist in this world, and as long as it can go on re- 
Pressing the people, there is nowhere safe for the rest 
of us. If such a regime is not strongly denounced and 
quickly put an end to, there is always the danger of 
the ruling class of other countries following the same 
Pattern, We, as the people, must struggle in all ways 
possible to create a world that has no room for such 
a repressive regime. We must struggle for self-suffi- 
ciency, for true democracy and for national liberation. 

We have to make this ‘Emergency International

Like Professor Ngugi I’m non-aligned, yet very 
much aligned. | side with the poor, exploited and op- 
pressed. I'm in unity with those struggling for justice, 
freedom and democracy in south Korea and other 
parts of the world. As a man of faith | believe that all 
people are part of one family, yet more than that 
even, for | believe that all people are part of one 
body. If one part of the body suffers the whole body 
suffers, all of us who have experienced a toothache or 
headache know how difficult it is to ignore the pain 
and concentrate on our work. | can feel the suffering 
of the south Korean people and that of people in 
other third world countries and ‘“‘advanced countries”. 

| feel pain. At the same time | observe that other 
people apparently don't feel the suffering and | am 
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forced to ask "Why?" | must ask how is if possible 
for one part of the body to suffer without the other 
parts of the body to suffer, without the other parts of 
the body feeling and responding to the pain? 

The answer lies in the fact that tourniquets are 
being applied to cut one section of the body off from 
the other parts, while at the same time sensitivity kill- 
ing techniques are employed to make parts of the 
body numb deaf to the constant calls for assistance 
from the suffering members. Moreover cancerous cells 
are running wild in the body and depriving others of 
what they need and what is theirs. The cancerous cells 
must be eliminated. We also need to help remove the 
fourniquets and stop the use of “drugs”. In other 
words we need to assist in the process of opening 
communication between various parts of the body and 
help people respond to the calls of others. Our task 
is simple in that all we have to do is to help people 
become aware of the commonness of their situation, 
their suffering and their struggle. Our task is difficult 
in that people have been cut off from one another 
by powerful forces and isolated for so long that there 
is the fendency to passiveness. Yet within the passive 
environment bright rays of hope shine forth to inspire 
the people. Openness fo others can give us hope for 
our own struggles. 

The people are silent, yet they shout, “Hear our 
cry!" Let us help “to voice the people’s silent cry”. 
The people listen yet they do not hear others, Let us 
help to open their ears and hearts to the whispers of 
others. 

Others of my brothers and sisters here will submit 
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practical plans for improving techniques of dialogue 
and forging links for the struggle. In addition to the 
necessary work of organization and communication | 
think that we have to do things that will soften our 
hearts to the needs of the south Korean people and 
strengthen our will to struagle with them. 

Thus | have a simple proposal to make to the 
group. As you know on the night of the 15th of August 
we will celebrate our community with and common 
commitment to the south Korean people with a meal 
of Korean food and drink. 

| propose that during lunch time fomorrow we 
unite in a fast: 

1) The poor, unemployed south Koreans, especially 
those in prison, who are living on subsistence 
diets. 

2) To use the fast to communicate to our friends in 
south Korea that we are not merely talking about 
their problems, but that we are ready and willing 
fo make small sacrifices to express our unity with 
them and our commitment to their struggle. 

3) To use the lunch period to remain in the hall and 
listen to south Korean poems, and songs which 
express the cries of the people. To do this in 
order to knowledge our minds, hearts, souls for 
the struggle for justice. 

4) | also recommend that once a month each of us, 
along with friends, skip a lunch and use the time 
listening to the voices of the south Korean peo- 
ple. 

The proposal is simple and the “sacrifice” minimal. 

| hope all will join in this fast tomorrow, as well as 
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in the effort to construct an efficient communication 
system and in the creation of a world of true justice 
and peace,

THE STRUGGLE FOR FREEDOM AND

Nine years ago members of the KCIA kidnapped 
a Korean citizen from German territory. Public pres- 
sure resulted in political and economic measures 
taken by the Federal Government against the Pak 
regime. All aid was stopped, including projects in 
which private firms participated. Only when _ this 
point was reached, Pak gave in and agreed to return 
the captives. 

Since that time the pressure upon the people of 
south Korea has gotten only worse, the methods of 
repression even more ruthless. Yet if one looks for 
reactions to the total destruction of self-determination 
and human rights by the Pak regime in Germany one 
is faced wiih an astonishing indifference or lack of 
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information. Before | came here | went through the 
latest annual sets of a number of well-known newspa- 
pers and official documentaries. Compared with other 
regions of the world the information and comments 
on the political and economic situation of south Ko- 
rea were close to nothing. It is clear why: West 
Germany depends for its own existence on the USA. 
Even progressive groups identifying themselves with 
the struggle for liberation in Africa and South 
America are not aware of south Korea's need of 
outside support. They have to be made aware first. 

Concerning the situation of the people of the 
third world it is certainly insufficient to put our hopes 
in the efficiency of measures taken to minimize the 
actual misery of the people. Without wishing to 
discriminate the achievements of institutions like 
Amnesty International, “Third World Shops" and the 
Christian help organizations, their activities cure 
symptoms at best instead of trying to do away with 
the causes of real misery. They activate compassion 
more than practice out of political insight which 
would have to be critical towards the conditions at 
home from the very beginning. Their activities 
against misery, against the violation of human rights 
in concrete cases, against the exploitation of cheap 
labor by developing new forms of trade, can at the 
same time effect a progressive attitude of more peo- 
ple with regard to home affairs in advanced coun- 
tries: of people whom we need to make our strug- 
gle for freedom and peace more successful. 

The struggle for freedom and reunification in 
south Korea may help us to find our way, practically 
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and ethically at home. 

Thus, | would like to turn my theme around at the 
end. The people's struggle in the third world should 
have become clear that this struggle has a direct 
impact on the struggle of the people of the advan- 
ced countries, it makes also sense regarding a more 
actual demand. 

In spite of the still unbroken influence of con- 
servative interests inside of Germany there exists a 
great number of people with a critical attitude con- 
cerning the costs of the wealth in their country. For 
many of them an identification with the situation of 
the country in mind is simply impossible. They don't 
see what they could do in a practical way. If they 
should be able to take part in the struggle for the 
realization of common human rights everywhere in 
the world they need stimulation which must come 
from the people in the third world itself. 

Regarding this and my experience that a great 
number of people are needed who must be ready 
to engage themselves over a long time, | should like 
to end by expressing my hope that Mr. Pae Dong 
Ho's proposal of a permanent body will be realized 
by this conference.

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WE DESAAND THE TOTAL WITHDRAWAL 
OF THE US ARMY FROM SOUTH KOREA 
AND SUPPORT THE STRUGGLE OF THE 

KOREAN PEOPLE FOR NATIONAL 
REUNIFICATION

| shall be brief. Korea is an American problem. 
The holding of an “Emergency International Con- 
ference on Korea” at this time is of historic importan- 
ce. For it is a warning to the American government 
and its client Pak Jung Hi ihat struggle of the south 
Korean people to reestablish democracy and achieve 
their long desired aspiration of reunification of home- 
land, is not done in isolation. Therefore I'd like to 
speak a topic that has not yet been approached. I'd 
like to speak of the latest diplomatic and_ military 
maneuvers of the US government in Korea. That makes 
the danger of the outbreak of war in Korea a great 
possibility. 
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On July 22, Secretary of State, Henry Kissinger 
proposed a four-power conference to reduce tension 
in Korea. This conference, according to Kissinger, 
would include as participants the US, south Korea, the 
DPRK and PRC. Emphasizing the need to maintain 
stability in south Korea, Kissinger outlined Washing- 
ton's latest version of ‘‘cross-recognition’’. This strate- 
oy, which would simp!y mean a de facto division of 
Korea, entails obtaining recognition of the US- 
backed Pak dictatorship by the DPRK and People’s 
China, in return for the recognition of the DPRK by 
the Pak Jung Hi regime and US. Needless to say, this 
diplomatic play to keep Korea divided in two failed. 

One week later, US and south Korean troops set 
off a shooting incident on the eastern sector of the 
151 mile Korean demarcation zone. These are the two 
tacks that US has continuously used in Korea, either 
diplomatic or military in its 31 year drive to keep Ko- 
rea divided and occupied. 

Additionally, Kissinger’s maneuver is designed to 
deflect a growing international condemnation of the 
US role in Korea. By proposing such a conference, he 
hopes to side-step last year’s UN General Assembly 
resolution calling for the removal of all foreign 
military personnel from south Korea, including 42,000 
US military personnel. Such a withdrawal would create 
conditions favorable to the renewal of the dialogue on 
a reunification of Korea, without any interference. 

Kissinger also hoped to steal the thunder of any 
resolution in support of the July 4 Joint Statement that 
may come out of the present Sri Lanka Conference of 
Non-aligned Nations. Shooting incident is Washing- 
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ton's way to destabilize conditions in Korea by a threat 
of an outbreak of war there. This warlike operation by 
the US, Washington hopes, would defer any debafe in 
the up-coming UN General Assembly on the removal 
of the UN Command, from the US troops that are 
presented in south Korea. For it's behind the UN 
Command that the US maintains its troops in south 
Korea. 

Washington treats south Korea as_ a forward 
defence zone for its own national security. Today 
south Korea is a last toe-hold that the US has on Asian 
main land. Today, the US maintains there over 42,000 
troops, the latest conventional weapons and more than 
1,700 nuclear warheads. 

The US has built the south Korean army into the 
fourth largest in the world and used it to bolster US 
adventures in Vietnam, Rhodesia, Indonesia, and the 
Philippines. The US has created the KCIA (whose 
covert operations attack.south Koreans everywhere), 
which seeks to destroy every democratic movement 
that tries to reunify the Korean homeland at home and 
abroad. Tens of thousands of political prisoners are 
tortured and killed in south Korea. And_ the Ford 
Administration threatens to use nuclear weapons if it 
faces another defeat, such as it met in Vietnam, Cam- 
bodia and Laos. The next war may begin in Korea. 
And it may be a nuclear war. 

Yet though the south Korean people risk untold 
hardships, imprisonment, torture, even death, they 
continue to resist. We must support the south Korean 
people in their struggle against Pak Jung Hi and his 
repressive regime and in their struggle for restoration 
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of democracy and ultimate reunification of their home- 
land. We must say “No” fo any efforts on Washing- 
ton's part to involve the American and Korean people 
in other war. It is with this realization that the US 
Committee of Solidarity has been formed to prevent 
an outbreak of war in Korea by the US government 
and its client Pak Jung Hi and _ to support the demo- 
cratic struggle of the south Korean people. 

We the American people who want peace and 
not war, raise the following demand: the complete 
and total withdrawal of all US military personnel, con- 
ventional and nuclear weapons from south Korea; the 
end of all US aid to the Pak dictatorship; the support 
of the democratic struggle of the south Korean peo- 
ple; the self-determined reunification of Korea on the 
basis of the July 4, 1972 Joint Statement. The com- 
mittee also calls for the building of friendship between 
the peoples of Korea and the US. Raising the demands 
is one thing. The US, the people of the US have been 
lied about Korea. This is the duty of those who are 
concerned about what's happening in Korea, not only 
to educate the American people on the question of 
Korea, but indicating them to act in a positive and 
concrete manner, to support the democratic struggle 
of the people in the south and the automatic reunifi- 
cation of the people both in the south and north of 
Korea. 

It is only through the determined action of the 
people in Korea, the people in the US, the people in 
the third world and the people in the “advanced 
countries” that the warlike design of the US can be 
slopped. For the combination of these forces, that 
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is to say, of the people in Korea, the people in the 
third world and the people in the “advanced coun- 
tries" will be such that ihe US can not do anything 
but admit defeaf. 

We have a difficult and long task, hopefully nof 
too long task to fulfill, To support the south Korean 
people in their struggle for democracy and reunifica- 
tion, we must and cannot fail.

The purpose of this conference is to establish the 
preconditions for the development to a new stage of 
the international movement of solidarity with the 
Korean people; a new stage reflecting the present 
situation of Korea that has already been reported to 
us. It is with this purpose in mind that 1! wish to 
discuss our conference topic 3: The Third World and 
People’s Struggles in the “Advanced Countries”: 

The movement for solidarity with the third world 
in the “advanced countries” must, in order to be ef- 
fective, be more than just a movement of support for 
the third world. It must go beyond a vicarious identifi- 
cation with the oppressed peoples of the third world 
to an active solidarity which means a joining of com- 
mon struggle. To give this notion of solidarity more 
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than a rhetorical content is, indeed, a difficult task. 
The “advanced countries”, while being economically 
advanced, are often in many respects politically under- 
developed. Progressive movements in such countries 
are, too often, characterized by political confusion. No 
where is this truer than in Australia. 

Thus, the first task of our movements within the 
“advanced countries’ must be to make a thorough 
and concrete analysis of the significant connections 
between the struggles and aspirations of our own peo 
ples and the peoples of the third world. 

Time does not permit a full description of the 
economic, military and political aspects of Australia’s 
Position as a pivot in the Japan-Australia axis of US 
power in Asia. Australia is in the position of being, 
at the one time: a collaborator of and base for US 
imperialism in Asia; a victim of US and Japanese im- 
perialisms, particularly in the resource sector of our 
economy. 

In this context, the greatest single contribution the 
progressive Australians can make to the struggle for 
national liberation and independent economic deve- 
lopment in Asia, is to break out of the structures of 
US strategic and economic power in Asia, in the first 
instance, by struggling against the Australia-America 
alliance. 

Our movement has reached this position as a con- 
sequence of two very profound experiences: the 
international movement of solidarity with the victo- 
rious struggle of the Indo-Chinese peoples for nation- 
al independence; and the events of November, 1975, 
in our own country. 
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During the period of the second Indo-Chinese war, 
the anti-imperialist forces in Australia mobilized hund- 
reds of thousands of Australians in solidarity with 
Vietnam's national-liberation struggle around the con- 
crete demands for the withdrawal of all Australian 
and US forces from Vietnam and the abolition of mili- 
tary conscription for the war of aggression against 
Vietnam. The success of this international mobilization 
in solidarity with the Indo-Chinese peoples, in which 
the Australian movement played a not un-important 
role, created the preconditions for our movement to 
proceed to a new and higher level of struggle—the 
mobilization of mass support for our own national 
independence. 

The second experience which | shall mention was 
the destruction in November last year of a mildly 
reformist, frequently opportunist, politically confused 
and divided, social democratic government. When the 
archaic reserve powers of the British Monarchy, 
vested in the Australia Governor General, were in- 
voked to dismiss such a government with a working 
majority in the parliament, it is literally true to descri- 
be these events as a constitutional coup d'etat. The 
parliament voted no confidence in the “care-taker" 
government then installed by the Governor General, 
and the parliament itself was then dissolved. The only 
difference to so many similar events in third world 
countries was that—such was the exemplary class 
solidarity and ideological strength of the Australian 
bourgeoisie, so firm was its control of the state ap- 
paratus and the mass media, and such was the con- 
fusion and division of the working class movement—an 
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imposition of martial law was unnecessary. 

The question which these events posed for us 
was: Why should such extreme, high-risk strategy be 
considered necessary to remove such a mild govern- 
ment in midierm? The answer was to be found in the 
immense economic interests of foreign capital (US 
and Japanese) in the rich resources sector of the 
Australian economy, and in the strategic interests in 
Australia of the United States. The concern of multina- 
tionals to protect these interests and the direct inter- 
ference of the CIA and the US National Security 
Agency has been documented. From these events we 
learnt the fundamental inter-relationship between 
internal relationships and processes and external infer- 
ests—we learnt the high price, the unacceptable price, 
of alliance with the United States. 

As a consequence of the historically specific 
circumstances of Australian society and of these 
experiences, the Australian movement has adopted 
two very clear priorities: the development of the 
struggle for an independent and non-aligned Australia, 
and the necessity of building a much greater unity 
amongst progressive forces throughout the Asia-Paci- 
fic region who face fundamentally similar problems, 
Given these priorities, our movement would hope that 
this conference will initiate three tasks essential to the 
building of a broad _ international movement of 
sclidarity with the Korean people: 

1. The development of an analysis of the Korean 
problem within its historic, international context. While 
the appalling abuse of human rights in the ‘ROK" 
is a problem of greaf human urgency, demanding an 
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urgent response, sadly, it is not a unique problem. 
Truly, ours is an age of inhumanity experienced on 
a scale of singular magnitude and horror. What we 
must examine at this conference and beyond is the 
extent to which south Korea has become in the pre- 
sent period the focus of the contradictions of US 
neo-imperialism and counterrevolutionary interven- 
tion in Asia, as Vietnam was in the previous period. 
Such an analysis is a necessary but not sufficient 
condition for the building of a mass movement of 
international solidarity. 

2. If such an analysis can be correctly made, our 
second task is political—to win acceptance of this 
position within the progressive movements of the 
“advanced countries’. Such political work is necessary 
to establish a broad consensus on the priority to be 
given to Korea—a consensus which is essential if a 
mass movement is to be achieved. 

3. Our third task here today is to set up the organ- 
izational forms necessary to carry forward our first 
and second tasks in a reasonably systematic way. This 
means the creation of a mechanism for international 
liaison and co-ordination and for a mere efficient shar- 
ing of information. The importance of such a mecha- 
nism was one very specific lesson of the international 
solidarity movement with Vietnam. | thus whole-hear- 
tedly welcome the proposal for the establishment of 
a permanent international standing committee on Ko- 
rea and the convening of further international con- 
ferences such as this. | hope that when we meet again 
significant progress will be reported in fulfilling these 
three tasks. 
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US TROOPS MUST FULL OUT OF 
SOUTH KOREA AND PAK JUNG HI 
MAUST CEASE THE ASSASSINATION, 
IMPRISONMENT, AND TORTURE OF

Mr. chairman, members of the south Korean del- 
egation, distinguished guests, fellow delegates, ladies 
and gentlemen: 

It is certainly a privilege being here, but it is 
above all a great responsibility. 

On August 15, 1945 the Korean people unfurled 
the banner of independence and democracy. For the 
United States, however, dependent upon _ the _ third 
world for raw resources, markets and cheap labor, 
such desires were deemed criminal. To legitimate its 
interference, the United States usurped the mantle of 
the United Nations. During the Korean war, however, 
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it was the government of Canada that expedited 
some 22,000 soldiers and two destroyers under the so- 
called "United Nations Command”. 

Today, the Canadian government has sold a 
CANDU nuclear reactor to the regime of Pak Jung Hi. 
It should be noted that the negotiations occurred at a 
time when the US government was unable to conclude 
a similar agreement due to mounting protests by the 
American people. In fact, it is fair to say that Ottawa's 
sale of the CANDU took place at the prompting of 
Washington. 

Although the sale has been advertised as aiding 
"the quest for higher living standards among develop- 
ing countries,” its real purpose is to bolster the Pak 
regime, intimidate the people and prevent reunifica- 
tion, thus protecting Canadian investments and those 
of its senior partner, the United States. 

For over a quarfer of a century the Canadian 
government has served as a handmaiden for American 
policy in Korea. Of late it has become its junior par- 
tner. Since December 1964 there has been a "ROK" 
embassy in Ottawa. On December 20, 1966 Canada 
extended most favoured nation status to the "ROK" 
and in October of 1973 opened an embassy in Seoul. 

And in October 1975 the Canadian Chief of Defen- 
se Staff General Jean Dextras toured south Korea 
renewing old ties and reassuring Pak Jung Hi of Of- 
tawa’s full support. 

Of late Canadian officials at the United Nations 
have been calling for the disbanding of the United Na- 
tions Command. How are we to interpret this call? 
Does it mark a turning point in Canadian policy? Are 
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they the wise words of an international peacekeeper! 
Or are they a subterfuge, an exercise in treachery? 
They are definitely the latter. 

Let us not forget that during the struggle of the 
Vietnamese people, the Canadian government spoke 
of peace but sold one billion dollars worth of arms to 
the Pentagon; that Canadian officials on the Interna- 
tional Control Commission served as spotters for US 
bombing runs. 

A closer analysis of Canada’s call for disbanding 
the United Nations Command reveals that it is predi- 
cated upon the permanent division of Korea into two 
and the consequent legitimation of the presence of 
American troops on south Korean soil. 

Today, in Canada, our tasks are to expose the 
dictatorial character and illegal nature of the Pak Jung 
Hi regime, to unveil the hypocrisy of Ottawa and the 
rapacity of Canadian industry; to familiarize the peo- 
ple of Canada with the culture and history of Korea 
and jo further clarify the events of June 1950. This work 
has already begun. Last month the "Coalition for Kim 
Ji Ha and Freedom in South Korea’ under the guidan- 
ce of Koreans resident in Canada, organized a meeting 
of some 400 people in the city of Toronto fo discuss 
these issues. However the task remains to unite the 
various organizations and individuals across the coun- 
try, and to lay the intellectual and political ground- 
work and guidelines for the development of a mass 
movement so that our people may take the truth and 
transform the reality of Canadian complicity into mili- 
tant support for the just struggle of the Korean peo- 
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The United Nations Command must be disbanded. 
The United Nations Organization must not legalize fhe 
division of Korea. US troops must pull out of the south. 
The Japanese government must renounce ifs secret 
Three Arrow, Flying Dragon and Running Bull plans 
for the invasion of Korea. The government of Canada 
must cancel the CANDU contract. And Pak Jung Hi 
must cease the assassination, imprisonment, and torture 
of south Korean patriots, restore civil liberties as the 
rights of association, the right to strike, free elections 
and free speech—so that the age-old dream of the 
Korean people for independence, unity and social 
progress may be realized. 

The Korean nation is one nation. Korean civiliza- 
tion is one of the oldest in the world. The history of 
the Korean people stretches for over 5,000 years. 
From the Imjin Patriotic War in 1592 to the March 
First Movement of 1919; from liberation on August 
15, 1945 to the Pusan railway strike and the October 
People’s Resistance of 1946; from the April Uprising 
against Syngman Rhee to the student protests against 
the “ROK-Japan Treaty" in 1965, to the writings of the 
patriotic intellectuals and the public prayers of the 
churchmen, the Korean people have never yielded in 
their struggle against foreign domination, national op- 
pression and social injustice. 

The restoration of democracy and the establishment 
of an independent, non-aligned and peacefully reuni- 
fied Korea will be of key significance in the battle for 
human dignity and liberation and it will be a warning 
to all expansionist powers regardless of the colour 
of the flag they wave. Man's will and not weapon's 
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will have been the decisive factor. Torture chambers 
and nuclear blackmail will both prove futile. 

The United States will lose a workshop for its ca- 
pital, a recruiting center and an arsenal for its army 
and a brothel for its businessmen. Japanese society 
will be rocked to its foundation. The ‘‘peninsula man" 
will have regained his dignity and the Japanese gov- 
ernment will be obliged once more to hide their heads 
in shame. A major source of cheap labor, free trade 
ports and raw resources will disappear. The armaments 
industry will be in disarray. Unemployment in the 
United States, Japan and Canada will grow in leaps 
and bounds and social legislation will be cut back in 
an attempt to accumulate capital for reinvestment 
abroad. As the people of these countries lose their 
material privileges they will also lose their psychologi- 
cal blinders and in time, they too will regain the path 
of human liberation. Isolated and under fire, they wil 
be obliged to reassess their basic assumptions and 
values, finally to realize the intrinsic worth of all human 
beings and the right of all nations to self-determina- 
tion. 

Should the governments of the United States and 
Japan react with violence, they will only meet greater 
resistance. Korea will prove once more that no power 
on earth can contain the will of the people, that no 
amount of force.can keep a nation divided forever. 
The history of the Korean people's struggle will de- 
monstrate that the only valid method of reducing ten- 
sion in Asia is to eradicate its source—the policies of 
annexation, territorial division and plunder and the 
attitudes of national chauvinism and_ selfishness that

underpin them: that peace is only possible in dignity 
and that there can be no dignity without independ- 
ence, democracy and justice. 

Soon Pak Jung Hi may come forward to speak of 
reunification. But for him reunification will only mean 
the conquest of all Korean territory and the conse- 
quent delivery of the whole country into the hands of 
the American and Japanese militarists. Let us not 
forget that for Pak Jung Hi “revitalization'’ meant the 
establishment of martial law; that for Pak Jung Hi 
“self-help’’ and ‘'self-sustenance’ have meant a 6 
billion dollar debt; that for Pak Jung Hi “south Korean 
culture” is equated with kisaeng parties and exchang- 
ed for a few pieces of silver; that his warning of an 
“attack from the north” has only been smokescreens 
to legitimate the massive repression of patriots while 
he auctions off the soulh and prepares for war. 

The disbanding of the United Nations Command, 
the expulsion of American troops and the re-establish- 
ment of civil liberties in south Korea must be under- 
stood as the absolute precondition for genuine inde- 
pendence and reunification of the country. 

For the south Korean people, the road ahead will 
be filled with bitter battles, heroism and sacrifice. But 
they will triumph and one day their homeland will 
again become the “land of the morning calm". Until 
that time we intend to stand at their side, for their 
slruggle and ours are a common one. 

The establishment of an independent, democratic 
and reunified Korea will be a source of joy to free- 
dom-loving people throughout the world. For the 
chains of colonialism and tyranny will have been 
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broken and the horizons of human liberation will ex- 
pand ever more. 
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WE MUST HAVE THE WILL TO STAND

As an American the burden which has been laid on 
me in this conference is almost unbearable. But the 
burden America has laid on the Korean people is also 
unbearable. | hope that when the US is finally out of 
south Korea you will forgive us and come to the US 
and help us in reconstructing our democracy and help 
us unify our own nation. 

This speech will not be an "objective scientific 
analysis’ of the problem of Korea. If is a response to 
the pleas which | hear screaming through the thou- 
sands of words | have heard here. | would like to turn 
the focus for a moment to an expression of personal 
commitment. 

The claim which this conference puts before us is 
to join as equals in the struggle with those who have 
(or have had) the most to lose, that is, people such as 
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those who have lost their lives, or whose lives are 
threatened, or those who suffer the slow violence of 
despair and hopelessness. This conference calls us to 
become responsible, where others have failed, to seek 
and protect the unity of the human family. This is the 
moral imperative which is placed before us. The unity 
to which | refer is not the false unity or transient unity 
of economic or political schemes, but rather the unity 
of Shalom'’—hope, fulfillment, well-being, justice and 
health. Jesus prayed that we would not be tempted to 
leave the world, but that we would turn toward it and 
accept ifs pain and injustice as our own. 

To engage in the struggle for human rights in south 
Korea demands that we name the principalities and 
powers which stand between our unity with the Korean 
people, demands that we disinfect the myths which 
fragment and divide people from people, and demands 
that we expose the futility of those structures and in- 
stitutions which claim to be inevitable or to have final 
authority in human history. We must challenge all poli- 
tical and economic ideologies which move _ toward 
fascism, repression, totalitarianism, and division; which 
pit people against one another, and which seek to en- 
hance privilege and power at the expense of the 
well-being of all—in other words, those powers which 
move us toward death. 

What separates us between being moral or im- 
moral people, people seeking life or people seeking 
death, is the matter of will—the will to care enough 
about the struggle in south Korea to do something 
about it, to affirm the forces of life in south Korea. We 
must, in fact, join in the actual suffering. This means 
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that we cannot merely report to the world the cir- 
cumstances of torture, repression, separation, death 
which registers and innocent people are experiencing. 
We must have the will fo stand by the south Korean 
people even af the risk of our own life. 

We ere not powerless as individuals who truly 
care. In our weakness we find power, and we must 
exercise this power not for the sake of ourselves but 
for the sake of others. Only when we no longer fear 
our own death can we truly fulfill our life and affirm 
the life of others. To be alive leads us to care, and in 
Our care we must declare our absolute care for the 
people of south Korea. 

Yesterday | was asked what I, as a_ so-called 
Christian, thought of the fact that so many Christians 
have been imprisoned and accused in south Korea for 
their beliefs. My immediate and emphatic response is, 
of course, “Hallelujah!” | am proud of the witness of 
those people and it is a witness that should not sur- 
prise us as Christians. | only hope that this witness will 
bear its effect as an inspiration to Christians and others 
around the world to make an equal witness. 

To join in this struggle presents us with certain 
practical opportunities. One of these might be to 
present ourselves as hostages to the Pak government 
in exchange for the lives of Kim Dae Jung, Kim Ji Ha 
and others suffering in Korea. Furthermore, we should 
be prepared not just to analyse abstractly the activities 
of the government of the US, Japan and south Korea 
in order to bring our cause of justice to fruition. We 
must be prepared to offer our very lives for the sake 
of this cause. There is no point in wasting ourselves 
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by unnecessarily tossing ourselves into the snake-pit 
of Seoul. 

But we are obliged to act in our vested interest 
just as the imperialist governments of Washington, To- 
kyo and Seoul are obliged to act in their own interest 
—money and power. Our vested interests are peace 
and justice. And these interests will prevail over all 
the tyrannies of the world. 

We, the participants in “EICK," meeting in Tokyo 
in August of 1976, call upon the people of the world 
to join with us in a covenant of conscience with the 
people of south Korea. Thank you. 
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WE WILL TRY TO CONSTRUCT SOME 

LINKS OF SOLIDARITY AND SUPPORT 

BETWEEN THE BRITISH AND KOREAN 
WORKING MASSES

| have come from a country that appears remote 
from the Korean problem and in which awareness of 
it is small and the sense of solidarity with the struggles 
of the Korean people weak. The British left, and parti- 
cularly those of us who have some _ familiarity with 
Asia, are responsible for this. We therefore feel a 
heavy burden of responsibility at being invited to this 
conference and our participation is therefore primarily 
in order to learn as much as we can about all aspects 
of the Korean problem so that we can take steps to 
publicize it widely, and to try to construct some links 
of solidarity and support between the British and Ko- 
rean working masses. 
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Brifain was of course one of the most faithful sup- 
porters of US policy on Korea from the end of the 
Second World War, when the foundations of the pre- 
sent situation were laid, and still today is a crucial 
member of the Seoul support group in the UN, to- 
gether with Japan, France, Canada, and indeed most 
of the capitalist countries. Furthermore, at least until 
late last year, a British contingent was attached to the 
so-called “Honour Guard" of ihe UN forces in south 
Korea, and may indeed be now the only non-Ameri- 
can contingent left. 

In ferms of trade, loans, investment, and military 
support there is every sign that the British govern- 
ment and business are striving to strengthen involve- 
ment with and support of the Pak regime, while the 
Pak regime, sensing the domestic dangers of the po- 
licy of exclusive dependence on the US and Japan, has 
in the past couple of years actively wooed European 
support. Given the desperate indebtedness that has 
developed in the past couple of years it is financial 
aid, especially loans, that Seoul most actively seeks 
and that British and European financiers, evidently im- 
pressed with the political guarantees that accompany 
their venture, seem ready enough to meet. 

Thus in 1975 the EEC as a whole was more impor- 
tant even than Japan as a source of commercial loans 
to Pak (24.26% of the total, as against 14.4% Japan 
and 34% US), and in the case of non-commercial 
loans the EEC contribution was 6.4% just slightly be- 
low Japan's 10.5%. Obviously the West German con- 
tribution to that statistic was the highest, but the Bril- 
ish a very significant one too.

In the establishment of a steel industry, with all the 
graft and political funds for Pak that accompanied thaf, 
Japanese support has been crucial for Pak. In the 
establishment of a motor car industry, Britain has play- 
ed the equivalent role. 

The principal source of finance for the Hyondae 
Motor Co. has been the British Barclays Bank; the 
plant has come from British Leyland; many British en- 
gineers went to Seoul to help the venture along, one 
of whom, George Turnbull, has become general man- 
ager. With the built-in advantages of the police state, 
labour controls, minimal wages, and the high technical 
proficiency of the Korean worker if is almost certain 
that this Barclays-Leyland-Hyondae venture will suc- 
ceed in throwing many British midland car workers out 
of work in the near future, while its likely success as 
an expert venture will, like so many other aspects of 
the pseudo-modernization being pursued, be quite 
irrelevant to the lives of the south Korean masses. It 
is clear that only a tiny minority will be able to afford 
it. Consequently, although Britain may not figure as 
an important source of aid funds for Pak, if is heavily 
involved in this most important strategic venture. 

One further point, of which | have only very re- 
cently become aware, is that Britain provides a con- 
venient and complacent market for the goods pro- 
duced under slave labour conditions by workers in 
the Export Free Zone of south Korea and in_ the 
sweatshops of the clothing industry around the Pyong- 
hwa market area in Seoul. Furthermore Britain's 
Labour Government has shown itself not only uncon- 
cerned about these questions, but positively enthusias- 
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tic about the Pak phenomenon. Thus Mr. Roy Mason, 
the British Defense Minister, visiting Seoul in April, 
1976, promised every possible British cooperation in 
the accomplishment of the Fifth Defence Build-up, and 
on an unofficial level, Sir Robert Thompson, who had 
close associations as adviser to various successive US 
administrations in the prosecution of the Indochinese 
war, also visited Seoul for talks with Pak in February 
1976. Thompson made a point of endorsing a defence 
strategy based on immediate invasion of the north and 
prosecution of a “short, violent war'’ (presumably 
meaning the use of the nuclear arsenal stored by the 
border in readiness) when the Pak regime finally 
reached cracking point. Not a voice was raised in 
protest against this. 

This at any rate is some of the background against 
which a Korea Committee was formed in Britain early 
this year and in which we plan two principal activities 
which | should like to mention very briefly. One is a 
conference on the Korean problem and in particular 
on the prospects and difficulties of reunification. This 
will be held in London on September 25. The second 
is a publication which we hope to be able to issue 
at about the same time. 
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LET US STIR UP THE BROADER WORLD 
PUBLIC OPINION ON THE DEMOCRATIC 
STRUGGLE OF THE SOUTH KOREAN 
PEOPLE

| have come from a country on which the struggle 
of the third world has had a tremendous (deep and 
continuous) impact just to remember the war of AIl- 
geria brought the fall of the 4th Republic. 

During twenty years, the colonial crisis got to be 
determinating for the whole domestic policy. The 
citizens had to solve this problem and couldn't avoid 
to choose between solidarity with the people's fight 
for liberation and more or less complicity with colonial 
Oppression. 

This choice could have been difficult for many, 
nevertheless things were rather clear in the framework 
of the old colonialism. But nowadays colonialism has 
taken a completely new look and adopted a new 
Strategy. In other words, in the developing countries 
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which have been called “underdeveloped countries” 
there is still such a system that serves increasing the 
wealth of developed countries”, and exploitation and 
contradictions are growing afresh due to the multi-na- 
tional corporations and criminal international institu- 
tions like the World Bank. Concerning the World 
Bank, we must not forget that the legal government 
of Chile, before being assassinated by Pinochet, has 
been economically aggressed by this horrible institu- 
tion which supports without question the most dicta- 
torial regimes in the world, Saigon yesterday, Seoul 
today among others. 


Concerning the multinationals, we see how in- 
controllably they act against people’s security even in 
Europe, with the accident caused by a factory of 
Hoffmau-Laroche in northern Italy where a large ter- 
ritory and 100,000 persons are now menaced by the 
expansion of dioxine, the poison used for chemical 
war in Indochina. As Pr. Throng Thac Tung from Hanoi 
says, this accident should be a warning lesson for 
Europe. 


It was not by accident, that chemicals have devastat- 
ed Vietnam and Cambodia, that the World Bank had 
supported Thieu; as well did the French government 
which considered Saigon, yet in 1974, as a convenient 
springboard for a new expansion of French industry 
in Asia. 


This same policy favors actually good relations with 
the Pak regime to whom 2 nuclear reactors have been 
sold recently. The participation to the military equip- 
ment of the south Korean dictatorship doesn't frighten 
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€ government, which protests vigorously against 
apartheid and furnishes Pretoria with all kinds of 
weapons and nuclear reactors. Facing such a policy, 
what can we do fo put pressure on our government? 


Now we should set up a strong movement of 
solidarity able to reach this efficiency; fill now the 
main movements of solidarity with people's fight for 
liberation concerned people who were or have been 
dominated by colonialism. Till now the main movement 
has been that carried on under dominant colonialism. 
But should we be able to set up a committee of in- 
quiry at this conference, it would acquaint us with the 
real state of the repression in south Korea and help 
the ordinary people in France as well as those in Asia 
to get better understanding of the Korean question, 
| believe. 


It seems to me that establishment of this inquiry 
committee and its collection of informations would help 
grasp not only the situation of a single country but 
that of Asia as a whole. 

We are here to voice our solidarity. But we must 
not confine ourselves to a verbal support to the 
democratic movement of the south Koreans. We must 
convert our solidarity into an ever more definite form 
by specific methods. More, | think we must not keep 
our solidarity within the limit of this assembly but stir 
up the broader world public opinion so that each 
may find a specific way to heighten his interest in this 
question in his own country. 


For conclusion: | wish to open a discussion about 
the concrete means we all need to make out of the 
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solidarity toward the struggle of the south Korean peo- 
ple, so warmly expressed in this conference, a reality 
shared by large masses of world public opinion.

Mr. chairman, friends and comrades, 

It is a great pleasure to be here with you and to 
address this assembly the “Emergency International 
Conference on Korea’. | am very thankful to the or- 
ganisers for the kind invitation extended to me. 

| think it is well-timed that this “Emergency Infer- 
national Conference on Korea" is met at this time. As 
you are aware the foreign ministers conference of non- 
aligned countries was already held and at present 
Heads of States and delegates of different nations are 
pouring in Colombo to atfend the 5th Summit Con- 
ference starting on the 16th. All eyes of the world are 
now focused on my little country Sri Lanka. | suppose 
it is of deep significance for me to be here amongst 
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you all to dwell once again on a problem that Is 
common fo all the right thinking, peace-loving peo- 
ples of the world. 

The reunification of Korea can once again spark 
the whole world into another world conflict if not 
handled carefully. It is again a subject of tension and 
conflicting ideologies. But to tens of millions of Ko- 
reans living in north Korea or in south Korea or to 
the millions of Koreans in Japan and in various parts 
of the world it is a matter near and dear to their 
hearts. For three decades Korea has been divided 
info north and south due to foreign interference creat- 
ing bitter conflicts resulting in Koreans fighting each 
other and killing each other as in the Korean war of 
1950-53. 

The socialist regime in the north is the result of 
the patriotic movement carried out against the colonial 
rule of the Japanese imperialists before World War ll. 
The DPRK has developed into a very powerful social- 
ist country. 

With the end of World War Il, the world saw a 
new upsurge in the progressive movements of the 
world. Socialist regimes had sprung up in Asia as a 
result of their liberation struggles in Vietnam and Ko- 
rea. In short, the US government which has by the 
end of World War Il assumed full responsibility and 
power to lead the imperialist camp of the world de- 
cided to interfere with the new regimes of Vietnam 
and Korea. Division of Vietnam after the treacherous 
Geneva Agreement of June 1954 ended with the final 
victory of the Vietnamese in April 1975 and now Viet- 
nam is Once again one country and one nation re- 
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unified by the will of the Vietnamese people. 

While the Vietnam war was on, no stone was left 
unturned to bring about peaceful reunification of Ko- 
rea. The Joint Statement of 4th July, 1972 on peaceful 
reunification brought hope for the Korean people but 
imperialism has stood in the way of implementing this. 
The whole political structure of south Korea _ has 
changed since. Pak Jung Hi has become the dictator 
for life in south Korea. All democratic aspirations of 
the south Koreans have been suppressed. All peaceful 
forms of political expression and freedom have been 
denied. 

Patriotic south Koreans are facing endless harass- 
ment by the KCIA, while every repressive law has 
been imposed on human rights of the people. The 
economy is fast deteriorating in south Korea. In Seoul 
alone there are over two million slumdwellers. The 
workers are paid the second lowest wage in Asia. 
Any attempt to point out their deteriorating conditions 
will be termed "communist agilation” and will result 
in heavy punishment like long-term imprisonment 
without trial. There are over a hundred thousand poli- 
tical prisoners in various cities of south Korea. South 
Korea has now become the biggest US military base 
in Asia and the US government has found it necessary 
to fully protect its puppet dictator for tife. Pak Jung 
Hi has found it necessary to keep Korea divided to 
remain in power. 

How then can this question of reunification of Ko- 
rea be solved? The Government of the DPRK is a 
member of the non-aligned nations. 

The great idea that this conference in Tokyo has 
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is that if will pass a resolution which will be sent to 
the august conference of non-aligned countries in 
Colombo, will bring added strength to the delibera- 
tions regarding this subject. The third world countries 
are interested in their development but without any 
type of interference whatsoever. The non-aligned 
countries are interested in liberation movements, the 
coexistence of different ideologies among member na- 
tions, mutual cooperation between them but above all 
the principle of non-interfering with the internal af- 
fairs of a country. The US government must be made 
fo recognize the high principles that non-aligned 
countries stand for. Does the US government respect 
the decisions of the UN? If was in 1972 that the Prime 
Minister of Sri Lanka personally attended the UN ses- 
sions and moved that the Indian Ocean be declared 
a “peace zone”, she pointed to the fact that the is- 
land of Diego Garcia is being converted to a US 
military base. The resolution was passed by the UN. 
Ever since this subject was voiced in many an inter- 
national conference again and again but the US gov- 
ernment ts indifferent and steadily is building a military 
base in Diego Garcia. So the third world is becoming 
a greater force fo compel the UN to implement its 
decisions less reluctantly. Let us hope that the aspira- 
tions of the non-aligned countries will become a re- 
ality. 

| congratulate the Koreans in Japan for organising 
this “Emergency International Conference on Korea". 
| congratulate them more for the reason that they have 
decided to do it in unity with the Japanese who sym- 
pathise with them. For molding public opinion in 
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Japan is an important factor fo achieve best resulfs 
in your cause. 

Do not forget the fact that world public opinion 
in support of their just struggle was one of the sharpest 
weapons in the hands of the Vietnamese. They built 
public opinion in every nook and corner of the world. 
So let this conference be a stepping stone to a new 
era of action to educate the right thing to the people 
of the United States and Japan against the injustice 
in south Korea. The US and Japanese governments 
must not interfere with the internal affairs of south 
Korea. All foreign troops must leave the soil of south 
Korea and the future of south Korea be handled by 
the people of south Korea which is an elementary and 
legitimate right of the Koreans. It is only by this peace- 
ful way that Korea can be reunified. A country with a 
history and tradition of five thousand years, a nation 
enjoying the same culture and a people speaking the 
same language have been torn apart by the imperial- 
ists’ machinations of interference, but if will once again 
be restored to one proud and dignified country and 
nation, the unified Korea of our hearts. Thank you.

On behalf of the Algerian people and the National 
Liberation Front of Algeria | deem it a very great 
honour to have been invited to attend this conference. 
As a tradition of the Algerian people and the NLFA, 
we consider if one of our important tasks to support 
the just struggle of the third world on every opport- 
unity. 

Today, the whole world is in the flames of war 
ignited by US imperialism and its allies, imperialist 
France, Britain, Japan and West Germany, and the Bra- 
zilian neo-colonialists. 

At this trying period the adversities grow worse by 
the “war machines’’ of West European and American 
imperialisms. It is the very existence of such machines 
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that aggravate the situation. We know this by the ex- 
perience we have gained in our liberation struggle in 
Algeria. We also know it from the experience of 
various liberation struggles in Viet Nam and Africa 
and the experiences of struggles in Angola, Rhodesia, 
Zimbabwe and other countries. 

Today we have heard a sad news. Twenty-nine 
people have been murdered for their peaceful demon- 
stration in South Africa. This tragic era is brought to- 
day on purpose by US imperialism, the ringleader of 
world imperialism. It arouses fear that it should give 
rise fo a world war some time or other. More, the 
existence of such imperialism is a stark reality which 
plays down the significance of peace in our world. 

The peoples of our third world countries and the 
non-aligned countries, therefore, must organize them- 
selves and fight against bellicose US imperialism. We 
believe that since we are now fighting against inter- 
national capitalism, we should form a movement of so- 
lidarity with the struggle of the south Korean people 
by achieving unity not merely within the third world 
countries but with the peoples of the whole world in 
order to ensure world peace. 

We are now facing three questions: Firstly, how to 
offer our support and assistance to the south Korean 
people in their struggle for their essential right; sec- 
ondly, how to arouse world opinion to strengthen so- 
lidarity with and give support and assistance to the 
south Korean people who have come out in the strug- 
gle; thirdly, how to successfully concentrate the atten- 
tion of the world press upon the south Korean peo- 
ple's struggle for the democratic right. What counts 
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here is how to forestall the repetition of the tragedy 
that took place in Viet Nam. 

Shouldering such an urgent task, we are now 
present at this emergency international conference. 
What we want fo settle at this meeting is how and in 
what form to extend international solidarity to the 
struggle of the south Korean people who are fighting 
against US imperialism and its allies Western Europe. 
Herein lies, | think, the significance of this emergency 
international conference. 

We must find here the specific way to fight the 
fascist regime in south Korea. The people of all walks 
of life in south Korea must be brought together into 
an anti-fascist united front and, on this basis, the 
struggle be pushed forward. | think this united front 
can vigorously advance its movement only under the 
joint international support and assistance of the forces 
of the third world and the peace-loving peoples of 
the advanced countries. 

As for the operation of the multilateral enterprise 
which is now controlling the economy and people's 
life of our respective countries, it is necessary above 
all to gather information about it, report it to each 
other and distribute its material. Through such work 
a movement should be launched against the multilater- 
al enterprise in all parts of the third world. 

Our immediate task is to inform world opinion of, 
for example, what US imperialism, Japanese militarism 
and French, British and West German imperialisms are 
doing in south Korea. We hope that the peoples of 
those countries, the American people in particular, 
will launch a movement demanding their government 
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to stop at once its all aid fo south Korea. 

We call special attention to south Korea's militar- 
ization by US imperialism which had waged an ag- 
gressive war for ten years in Viet Nam. Another task 
facing us is to bring to the knowledge of the third 
world and world opinion the stand of the north Ko- 
rean side toward reunification. 

To be concrete, north Korea approved of the reun- 
ification proposal based on the three principles which 
are specified in the July 4, 1972 North-South Joint 
Statement. As is known, the Pak regime also signed it. 
The three principles are independence, peaceful 
reunification and great national unity. We should 
bring world opinion to realize that these principles 
were proposed and are advocated by the north Ko- 
rean side. 

Besides, all foreign military forces, the US troops 
in particular, must withdraw from south Korea, and we 
should support the building of a new reunified Korea 
with the concerted efforts of the democratic forces 
of north as well as south Korea on the basis of exer- 
cising the right to self-determination, the basic right 
proper fo a nation. 

We know that today the Korean peninsula is ter- 
riforially divided into two. But, we are convinced 
that it can be reunified. Out of this conviction | would 
like to make a bold attempt, that is, to compare the 
reality of Korea with the experience of Algeria, tak- 
ing up similarities between them. 

The experience of Algeria shows that no force on 
earth can muffle the voices demanding national reun- 
ification, purpose and freedom. At present Korea is 
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evidently facing an unprecedentedly difficult ques- 
tion. However, just as the case of Korea, Algeria had 
Once been put in a danger of being divided. 

When we were fighting the French colonialists 
France had once employed an appeasement tactic 
against us. 

Namely, it proposed us to divide the territory of 
Algeria so that those who wanted to live in their 
native land of Algeria might live in one half of the 
land, and France might retain the rest half. Needless 
to say, this was a splitting policy France, mindful of its 
economic interests, had come out with in attempt to 
keep the economically favourable half of Algeria. 

But, the Algerian people resolutely spurned this 
proposal, and Algeria fought its way till it won reun- 
ification and independence. During that period 15 per 
cent of our population died martyrs. 

Comparison of histories, experiences and realities 
between Korea and Algeria affords another striking 
similarity between them. It is the fact the Algerians 
had lived in France. Though they left colonial Algeria 
and worked as wage earners in France, the suzerain 
state, they rendered effective support and assistance 
from the hostile country to the struggle waged in 
Algeria, their fatherland. 

Millions of Koreans, too, are living in Japan, the 
United States, Europe and other parts of the world. 
We believe these overseas Koreans will be able to 
make a great contribution to the struggle fought in 
their homeland. 

Having undergone the same experience with the 
Korean people the Algerian people send an all-out 
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support fo their struggle for the liberation of south 
Korea and national reunification against fascism. 

The movement of non-aligned countries should 
express all-round solidarity with the struggle of the 
south Korean people. And to make our support to 
their struggle more effective, we should reject old 
established ideas and uncalled-for controversy and 
offer a more specific aid to this liberation struggle. 

Besides, we should give world opinion warning 
information on the actual situation in the Korean 
peninsula and the danger of war lurking there. We 
should organize an international solidarity committee 
for supporting south Korea and rouse the peoples of 
all countries of the world to this movement. At the 
same time, we should support the struggle of the Ko- 
rean people by getting the conference of the non- 
aligned countries now in progress in Colombo to 
discuss the question on making all foreign troops 
withdraw from south Korea. 

In addition, through the activity of a permanent 
international committee we should keep world opinion 
informed of the reality of south Korea and the nature 
of the struggle which is fought there. We should also 
denounce the Pak regime and expose and condemn 
what it calls miraculous economic growth. Because 
Statistical economic growth of a country does not 
always mean the equal distribution of wealth there 
and, much less, the independence of its economy. 

In conclusion | once again stress: In the name of 
the National Liberation Front of Algeria and _ the 
Algerian people, | express full solidarity with the south 
Korean people in their struggle against the Pak dicta-

torial regime end for democratic rights and national 
reunification. We also demand the withdrawal of all 
foreign military forces from south Korea. 

Once again | would like to say that the Korean 
people will surely win victory in their struggle for 
justice, for national reunification. With this conviction 
| conclude my words of greetings.

JOSE PORFIRIO MIRANDA 


PROFESSOR AT UNIVERSITY OF MEXICO 


The question we are going to discuss today is that 
of future. Almost all the questions we have touched 
so far are the pressing problems of today. At this 
conference we have all along talked about the strug- 
gle of our brothers and sisters in soulh Korea and 
about its solufion. Let me, first of all, read a verse of 
Kim Ji Ha's poem entitled ‘Voice of the People’ to 
introduce my subject. 


Five million labouring people, 

Rise up in unity! 

They will snatch even our basic right to live, too, 
If we remain passive. 

Wipe out their insidious plot 

For distribution after growth. 


Now | would like to analyze the meaning, ‘Five 
million labouring people, rise up!'' Even under the 
so-called democratic system there are a great many 
people who are unable to exercise the democratic 
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rights or enjoy its benefit. As such rights, for example, 
there are the human right, freedom of speech, free 
utilization of newspapers, freedom of association, ete. 
But how those who are little educated or those who 
have no money to put ads in papers can exercise such 
rights and freedom, although they have them? 

Democracy is good, so is civil right and national- 
ism. But speaking of the question of the future, a 
matter of today's task, | think, there needs a revolu- 
tion for those who are unable to fully utilize demo- 
cracy or enjoy its benefit, in other words, the poverty- 
stricken people, workers, and those who are subjected 
to exploitation and oppression. 


| am not affiliated with any organization. Nor a 
Marxist. | am a Christian and take a pride in it. But 
when the question of future, our task, is considered, 
we will come to the final conclusion that we should 
follow socialism. 

| want to give a short account of what | think of. 
It is true that the enemy of the third world standing 
before our eyes, is imperialism. But the most important 
thing is that imperialism, when likened to a tree, is 
not a root but the fruit or branch. Then what is the 
root? It is precisely capitalism. 


| think that exploitation and suppression by foreign 
domination, for example, the domination of the United 
States which crept over our boundaries and those by 
a creature of one and the same people and nation are 
exactly same in sense of exploitation and suppression. 
Therefore, for the poor on this globe there is no dif- 
ference in exploitation whoever may exploit them. 
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Needless to say, political freedom is good, and 
the human right is precious. But as long as there are 
no economic freedom and economic equality, the 
slogan of political freedom is meaningless. | think our 
future depends on how we banish the fear of social- 
ism. 

Viewed prospectively, the successes of this con- 
ference and the mode of thinking should be bound 
up with the unity of the poor. That is why | have read 
Kim Ji Ha’s verse at the beginning. Let me repeat it 
again: 


Five million labouring people, 

Rise up in unity! 

They will snatch even our basic right to live, too, 
If we remain passive. 

Wipe out their insidious plot 

For distribution affer growth. 


Their insidious plot for distribution after growth 
is based on a capitalist thinking. The author describes 
everything as a lie. In short, capitalism preaches that 
each should pursue his own interest and think of 
himself only. 

This is, | think, a systematic, statistical and fixed 
egoism. If we are anxious about the brothers’ suf- 
ferings or about suppression and oppression of our- 
selves, We must not allow such a social system which 
encourages and, furthermore, stimulates this sort of 
egoism, an out-and-out selfishness. Through capitalism 
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our world has become one world for the first time in 
history. By one world | mean that if there arises a pro- 
blem in any part of the world if cannot be a regional, 
partial one. Accordingly, unless the problem of the 
world forming one system is settled as a whole, our 
regional problem can never be solved. 

We in Latin America, therefore, must regard the 
Asian affairs as our own. Mexico may possibly be the 
last to be liberated in the world. Because Mexico is a 
third world country nearest to the United States. But 
| rather take pride in it. | am determined to fight to 
the end with all my efforts until our motherland Mexico 
is liberated, until the liberation-struggles of all other 
countries win a world-wide victory. 

Our future hinges upon our world-wide solidarity. 
And thanks to capitalism we all have become brothers. 
This is a quite unexpected result and outcome of 
capitalism. But for us brothers, unless one is free 
others cannot be free. Therefore, | am convinced that 
as a Mexican, as a Latin-American | can never be free 
unless my brothers in south Korea are free. 

| believe that when approaching the Korean 
question, too, we should hold world’s standpoint that 
this question is connected with the world's liberation 
in the long run. The solution of the Korean question 
should be considered to be an important first step 
which is linked with the world's liberation. It is im- 
portant for us to grasp this condition not subjectively 
and emotionally but objectively, taking the world as a 
whole, Accordingly, when bringing the Korean ques- 
tion to a focus we should not deal _ with separate 
problems one by one or see them within a limited

framework but consider that the struggle in south 
Korea, too, is a struggle with capitalism in the long 
run. 

What | want to say in conclusion is that we should 
look straight into the real nature of the present United 
States. 

How does the United States, a big power, behave 
today? It supports every dictatorial regime in the world 
and spreads dictatorship all over the world. The United 
States is now behind the dictatorial regimes of Asia 
and Latin America. The reason is clear. 

Capitalism has lost its strength and is on the eve 
of collapse. It is now struggling for its own aim in the 
world, using every artifice. It is struggling on, even 
betraying everything they had once advocated or 
held up—its ideal, creed, banner, legality and the 
like. This is because the poor throughout the world 
have risen up and driven capitalism into the cul-de- 
sac. Capitalism is struggling tooth and _ nail on the 
brink of ruin. 

Capitalism is collapsing as an historical fact. This 
is its fate. But, our sufferings and sfruggle will continue 
for the time being as an immediate question or as a 
matter of a near future. Yet | think that these sufferings 
will certainly end with the ruin of capitalism in the 
future. 

What are in store for us? Victory will surely come 
to the poor and the oppressed on the globe. Thank 
you very much.

On behalf of the South Korean League of Youth 
in Japan, | express my heartfelt joy over the success- 
ful proceeding of this conference. 

| am sure that this conference, to begin with, has 
dealt a great blow at the Pak regime. But | believe 
that the success of this conference will deal greater 
successive blows at the Pak regime with each passing 
day and provide a sure’ condition for the patriots 
fighting in the homeland to deliver a final, fatal blow 
at the Pak regime. 

All the leading and ordinary members of our 
league are determined to display the spirit of “Let 
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us advance, fight, and die to win!" in defending the 
precious results of this conference and further deve- 
loping them. It is real pleasure that the South Korean 
League of Youth in Japan which, as its name implies, 
is an aligned organization has become the only 
exceptional participant in this conference of non-align- 
ed individuals. | take this opportunity to tell you about 
the firm determination of our league to topple the Pak 
dictatorial regime and its ardent zeal for national 
reunification. 


| also want you to understand that though our 
youth live in Japan, an alien land separated from the 
homeland, they share the same sincerity and love for 
the fatherland with the student youth who are fight- 
ing against the fascist dictatorship in south Korea and 
with Mr. Kim Dae Jung and poet Kim Ji Ha who are 
now in prison. It is because the fascist repression in 
south Korea also brings sufferings to the south Korean 
youth in Japan as well as the south Korean people. It 
is also because we seek the genuine liberation of the 
south Korean youth in Japan in the liberation of the 
homeland—south Korea, that is, in democratization 
and reunification. 

The south Korean youth in Japan are the second 
or third generation of the people who were taken 
forcibly to Japan in the past by the Japanese im- 
perialists in the course of their aggression on Korea. 
We are still in such a plight as to live in Japan. When- 
ever we, south Korean youth in Japan, fight against 
Japan's assimilation policy and try to live on national 
principle—this is the best way to live as befitting a 
human being—two obstacles stand in our way. 
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One is that the Japanese government is pursuing 
a policy of discrimination and oppression as ever even 
after Korea’s liberation. The other, a more funda- 
mental problem, is the Pak regime's policy of forsak- 
ing the people. When considered from a é political 
and economic viewpoint, this is, | think, a reflection 
of the traitorous south Korean regime's policy which 
has incurred Japanese neo-colonialistic invasion. 
Because of this the south Korean youth in Japan have 
been forced to underao untold sufferings. 

Under these circumstances, however, we have 
come to deeply realize that unless south Korea is 
liberated, there can be no liberation for the south 
Korean youth in Japan. We have more deeply under- 
siood through the past 16 years of struggle that in 
order fo enjoy a really national and human life we 
must wage a valiant struggle against dictatorship and 
thus build a genuinely democratic state with our own 
efforts. 

Delegates, during the past 16 years we launched 
courageous struggles—the strugale against the humili- 
ating and aggressive south Korea-Japan talks, the 
struggle demanding our slable legal status, the 
struggle against the bill on the control of foreign 
schools, the struggle against the Emigration and Im- 
migration Law, the struggle of solidarity with the fight 
for the restoration of democracy in the homeland, and 
the struggle to support and realize the July 4 North- 
South Joint Statement. 

Time permits of no detailed account of them here. 
So, | confine myself to telling you about the struggles 
we have waged for defending national rights against 
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all sorts of national discriminalion and for raalizing 
the democratization and reunification cf ine home- 
land. We have kept up these struggles, and we call 
this idea of ours an idea of nation-building end nation- 
al resurrection or positive nationalism. The former is 
en idea of building the fatherland onasound basis by 
one’s own efforts and relying on it for ever. The latter 
is an idea briefly expressed by So Sung, a south Ko- 
rean in Japan studying in south Korea, who was ar- 
rested in a campus spy ring case concocted in 1971. 

The south Koreans in Japan are by no means a 
minor nation and we reject that we are called such. 
The idea of nation-building and national resurrection 
represents the fundamental requirement of the south 
Korean youth in Japan who identify their own destiny 
with that of the fatherland. We are convinced that this 
idea of nation-building and national resurrection, the 
idea of positive nationalism, not only forms the basis 
of our ideology but provides the only way to save 
our homeland and nation experiencing the agony of 
aggression and division. 

| also think that this idea is in full accord with the 
basic idea of the progressive forces of the whole 
world including the third world who oppose aggres- 
sion and discrimination and demand democracy and 
peace, Precisely thanks to this idea we can affront the 
treacherous and puppet ideoloay and policy of the 
Pak regime. The Pak regime has until now tried every- 
thing to destroy our organization. In 1975 Pak Jung 
Hi fabricated an absurd case of "sniping the President” 
which was his own brain child, and linking this case 
with our organization, entreated the Japanese govern- 
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ment to suppress our league. Hence what is called 
“Shiina Memoir" came into being. 

The Pak regime went so far as to make the so- 
called revitalization national assembly, their reptile 
organ, adopt the decision on dissolving the South Ko- 
rean League of Youth in Japan. Our organization 
which should have been dissolved by the Pak regime's 
reptile national assembly is now working openly and 
squarely like this. This, | think, shows that our league 
is great or that the position of the Pak regime has 
fallen to the ground. 

Anyway, no repression on_ the part of the two 
authorities of south Korea and Japan can arrest our 
advance, 

Friends, on August 11 when you arrived in Japan 
to Participate in this conference the Pak regime 
inflicted a brutal suppression on conscientious 
Christians on a charge of having made public the 
second "Declaration for Democracy and National 
Salvation.” As is known fo all, the leaders of the 
democratization struggle, including former presidential 
candidate Kim Dae Jung and ex-President Yun Bo So” 
published the “Declaration for Democracy and Nation- 
al Salvation" on March 1 last. In support of this decla- 
ration the south Koreans both at home and abroa 
are vigorously fighting for its realization. 

Almost all the parents of our league members 
were of poor peasant Origin in the days of Japanese 
imperialist colonial rule. At present the countryside 
of the homeland, our native place, has been converted 
into a base supplying workers, kisaeng girls and urban 
paupers. The cities, too, are plundered clean by the 
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five bandits who depend upon the United States 
and Japan for support. 

It is this Declaration for Democracy and National 
Salvation” that reflects the urgent demand of the peo- 
ple from all walks of life—peasants, workers, 
unemployed, student youth and religious men. 

Friends, next, | would like to touch on our own 
struggle. Now we are conducting a cempaign for col- 
lecting one million signatures in support of the 
“Declaration for Democracy and National Salvation" 
and in demand of the immediate release of all the 
political prisoners. This is a movement of going among 
the masses. The south Korean youth in Japan started 
this movement by carrying forward the heroic strug- 
gle of the fatherland. This movement also aims to 
alter the policy towards south Korea of Japan, the 
neo-colonialist country to us. 

In the past Mr. Kim Dae Jung admonished us to 
launch a movement calling for a change in the policy 
of the United States and Japan towards south Korea. 
He is now in prison and his life is at stake. At this 
juncture we are conducting this movement with 
desperation and struggling with an indomitable fight- 
ing spirit to attain our goal. In a little more than one 
month after the start of the campaign the number of 
signatories has already surpassed 100,000. By the end 
of October, the figure will far surpass the set goal, 
well over two times. The signatures collected will be 
sent to the Japanese government and the United Na- 
tions. As an introduction of our movement is made in 
the booklet entitled “This Is Hanchong” now in circul- 
ation, please read it without fail. | have a request and 
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a proposal to make to you present at this conference. 
The request is that you yourselves take this opportuni- 
ty fo support our "Declaration for Democracy and Na- 
tional Salvation” and participate in the one million 
signature-seeking campaign demanding the release of 
all of the political prisoners. Our proposal to make is 
that when you are back home, you will organize a 
10,000 or one million signature-seeking campaign in 
favour of our movement. | am sure that it will form 
international ties to throw the Pak regime into tighter 
corner, 

The proposal for the institution of an international 
committee for extending solidarity to the struggle for 
democratization of south Korea which was adopted at 
this conference is very opportune and conforms with 
the demand of the south Korean people. We warmly 
welcome it. And in conclusion | sincerely hope that 
through our south Korean problem, the democratiza- 
tion of south Korea and that of each country will be 
further facilitated.

Esteemed Chairman George Wald, delegates and 
ladies and gentlemen, 

| am the chief executive of Yokohama City as 
introduced just now. | want to make a speech not only 
on behalf of Yokohama City but also on behalf of the 
more than 100 cities of this country. 

The reason for my presence here is that the Ko- 
rean issue is a matter affecting us in Japan, not a mere 
Korean question. 

In the first place, the tragic separation of the Ko- 
rean nation into north and south is a result of Japan's 
aggressive war. It is also a result of the war conducted 
by the US closely affiliated with the conservative 
regime in Japan. In other words, the division can be 
called the work of the Japanese. In this sense, we 
think, there will be no “postwar” for us before the 
independent and peaceful reunification of the Korean 
nation. 

Secondly, we believe that the military coordination 
between Japan and the ROK has become increasingly 
dangerous as exemplified by the Tokyo-Seoul Treaty. 

Thirdly, the ROK politics cannot but be defined as

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RESOLUTION ON KOREA 


"The Emergency International Conference on Ko- 
tea’ met in Tokyo on August 12-14 to discuss one of 
the most long-standing and urgent issues of the world 
today—Korea. 


1. Prevent Resumption of War and Bring 
Lasting Peace fo the Korean Peninsula 


The main danger on the Korean Peninsula is the 
threat of war. The dialogue begun by the July 4, 1972 
Joint Statement between north and south Korea— 
intended to achieve reunification in a peaceful 
manner—has come to a virtual halt, with the north- 
south relationship deteriorating to a situation even 
more dangerous than before the start of the dialogue. 

A principal factor is the “two Koreas” policy set 
forth by the Pak regime in Seoul in its “June 23, 1973 
Declaration.” The draconian crackdown on anyone 
advocating peaceful reunification is another. The 
justification is the oft-repeated anti-communist pro- 
paganda of the alleged danger of an “invasion from 
the north.” 

South Korea is now on a war footing, with orders 
issued for ‘general national mobilization.” A military 
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build-up is continuing as large amounts of war sup- 
plies are being transported from the US and other 
parts of the world. Equipped with nuclear weapons, 
more than 42,000 US troops are deployed in south 
Korea. Military coordination has been consolidated 
between the US, Japan and south Korea. 


A series of large-scale war exercises have been 
carried out jointly by the US and south Korean armed 
forces, while nuclear mines are sown in the Demilita- 
rized Zone, with clashes occurring every day along the 
Military Demarcation Line. 


Against this background it is necessary to remem- 
ber the threats by US and south Korean officials to 
use nuclear weapons and launch a "nine-day war" or a 
‘preemptive strike.” 


The conference expresses concern that hostilities 
may be resumed at any moment, rapidly expanding 
into thermonuclear war with incalculable consequen- 
ces for mankind. 


Calling to the present situation the urgent attention 
of peace-loving peoples and governments of the 
world, the conference declares that a war in Korea 
must not happen again and peace must be preserved. 


Holding that the US and the south Korean authori- 
ties should respect the resolution adopted at the 30th 
United Nations General Assembly, the conference 
insists that all US military personnel and nuclear arms 
must be withdrawn from south Korea immediately, 
that military support of all kinds to south Korea termi- 
nated, the influx of arms from abroad be prohibited, 
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and the Korean Peninsula be converted into a non- 
nuclear zone. 


The conference demands that immediate practical 
Steps be taken to turn the current unstable truce into 
a durable peace. 


2. Political Repression in the South 


At present many civic leaders, students and 
religious people who support democracy are in prison 
©n groundless charges under "presidential decrees", 
the “anti-communist” and “national security” and de 
facto martial law. There is no remnant of democracy 
and human rights in south Korea as set out in the 
Universal Declaration of Human Rights and the UN 
Charter. 


Those arrested include ex-presidential candidate 
vim Dae Jung and resistance poet Kim Ji Ha whose 
lives are now in danger. The conference joins all peo- 
Ples devoted to peace in striving to have their lives 
‘Pared and demanding the immediate release of all 
Political prisoners and calls for a vigorous internation- 
al campaign to be launched for that purpose. 


We extend our complete support to the struggle 
Of the south Korean people for democratic rights and 
freedom of speech, the press, association, assembly, 
and religion. 


We express our full support to the movement of 
the south Korean people to end the ‘Yushin" 
(“Revitalization”) dictatorship and establish a broad- 
based democratic coalition government in its place. 
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3. Independent and Peaceful Reunification 
of Korea 


Taking note of the urgent desire of the Korean 
people for the independent and peaceful reunifica- 
tion of their country as soon as_ possible the con- 
ference views the continuing division of Korea as not 
only tragic for its people but also a constant source 
of tension threatening world peace. 

The process of reunification should be guided by 
three principles—independence, peaceful reunification 
and national unity—agreed on in the July 4, 1972 
Joint Statement and unanimously welcomed by the 
world community. 

Despite its ostensible agreement with the three 
principles, the Pak regime has shown no enthusiasm 
for translating them in practice. With active encour- 
agement from Washington and Tokyo, the Pak regime 
has openly disregarded the principles and pushed 
ahead with its policy of showdown" with the north. 

Urging the US and Japan to cease intervening with 
the right of the Korean people to self-determination, 
the conference condemns the “two Koreas" policy 
and “separate UN membership” as aimed at keeping 
Korea permanently divided. 

Recognizing the need for new initiatives leading 
to the restoration of democracy and peace, the con- 
ference supports the wide-spread demand for a forum 
of the Korean people, by the Korean people, and for 
the Korean people to promote the reunification pro- 
cess, a forum where north and south Korean political 
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parties, public organizations and individual figures 
would participate. 

The conference insists that national unity essential 
for reunification cannot be achieved under a dictator- 
ship and that there can be no “national unity" with- 
out democracy. 


A, International and Organizational 
Proposals 


. Recognizing the crucial significance and role of 
International support for achieving a reunified, inde- 
Pendent and peaceful Korea, the conference appeals 
for international support. 

_ The conference unanimously approved the forma- 
Hion of an International Solidarity Committee, and 
authorized the creation of a permanent organization. 
he committee is empowered fo organize a provision- 
al Commission of Inquiry into the denial of social, 
Political and economic rights and freedom in south 
Korea, and undertake relevant action against the 
dictatorial Pak regime, and to support the struggle of 
the Korean people for reunification. . 

All the delegates to the conference will communt- 
Cate the resolution to their governments and to 
Organizations to which they belong and urge its 
implementation. 

Considering the importance of the movement of 
non-aligned countries, the conference expresses con- 
fidence that the Fifth Summit Conference of Non- 
Aligned Countries will adopt positive measures to 
help promote a solution to the Korean issue in the

interests of the Korean people and the peace of the 
world. 

The “Emergency International Conference on Ko- 
rea”, on behalf of all its participants, and especially 
on behalf of all those in south Korea who cannot make 
their voices heard, will immediately communicate this 
resolution to the Conference of Non-Aligned Nations, 
the Secretary General of the United Nations and all 
governments, 
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
